by the heat just outside the Armory 
and was taken to the home of a friend 
in West Newton. 

As a result of the accident to Com- 
mander Wayland, the office of toast- 
master at the banquet was taken by 
Past Dept. Commander W. A. Wether- 
bee, who extended a soldier’s wel- 
come to those present and in particu- 
lar to the three organizations which 
had united’ to celebrate the day. 

Mayor Child, the chief marshal of 
the day, was the first speaker and was 
received with hearty cheers and re- 
sponded with one of his usual eloquent 
speeches. He paid a high tribute of 
respect to those who had made it pos- 
sible for us to have a nation and a 
flag and to those who on two later oc- 
casions had proved the principle for 
which the flag stands. He recalled! 
what this country had cost in lives 
and treasure during its five wars and 
believed we should pay the debt of 
gratitude by a cleaner manhood and 
a better citizenship. 

Rev. Harry Lutz believed that Me- 
morial Day was just as sacred as the 
church hour on Sunday and deplored 
the holiday aspect which is now preva- 
I lent. He urged that the memories of 
j the day might be an inspiration to ful- 
I fill the high motives of those who paid 
| the last great sacrifice. 

Remarks were also made by Major 
Cabot, as adjutant general. Vice- 
President Stephen H. Whidden of the 
city government. Capt. McClellan of 
Co. H, Col. Frederick W. Stopford «f 
the regular army, a recent comer in 
Newton, Alderman L. B. Rogers. Com- 
mander A. E. Brouillette of Spanish 
War Veterans, Commander George B. 
Caldwell of the Sons of Veterans and 
Mrs. Susan R. Wetherbee of the 
Daughters of Veterans. The banquet 
closed with the singing of “America.” 


The speaker at the Union Service of 
the five Newton churches intimated 
Sunday night that out Ambassador to 
England has not spoken the real mind 
of the American people. But if Mr. 
Harvey is right and th,e richest nation 
in the world is now planning the lar- 
gest navy in existence and refusing to 
enter any league to enforce peace so 
that she may be free to follow only 
selfish ambition: foreign powers would 
be wise to take warn.ng rnd we our- 
selves should face fivnkly our plan 
for threatening the pe; ce of the world. 

When the Committee on disarmament 
called the League of Nations to discuss 
reduction ol armamenrs, most nations 
were willing, but Japan very tactfully 
suggested that she. with a nation next 
door building the largest navy in the 
world and refusiLg to lie bound by any 
league of nations, could hnrdly give up 
protecting herself. Right there disar- 
mament stopped. 

America seems to accepting the 
psychology of force which led Germany 
into the world war. For 1921 we gave 
the army and Navy directly $857,000.- 
000 . . . more than three times as much 
as in the highest pre-war year. And 
against whom are we arming? Not 
against Germany for her navy is ex- 
tinct. Not against starving Austria. 
We must be arming against one of our 
late allies. 

A huge army and navy are not guar 
antees of peace. Nations like Germany 
who have become mili :.ristic have suf- 
fered most from war. If we really 
want peace, in this dav when starving 
children arc eating grass because they 
cannot wait for the harvest, when mil- 
lions are starving to death, why not 
spend our millions in buying bread to 
ship to them and give it saying. “This 
is my body which was broken for you, 
take, eat this.” That deed would do 
more to keep us out of war than all 
our new’ ships. 

If you had been a German fifty 
years ago and you had heard one voice 
calling you • nation to arm to the teeth, 
to strike fear into ail your enemies, 
and you had heard another voice urg- 
ing your nation to use her money 
strengthening the bonds of friendship 
with all oHier nations, w’hich would 
you have urged your nation to follow? 
Germany followed force. Today Amer- 
ica is choosing which way she shSM go. 
Which way are you favoring? NT

On Friday, May 27, 1921, Margaret F., 
the wife of Mr John G. Tompson of 
88 Otis street. Newtonville, passed 
quietly out of this life after a long 
period of failing health and lately of 
absolute helplessness 

Born Nov. 11, 1823 at Portsmouth. 
N. H., she was married to Mr. Tompson 
Sept. 24. 1856. 

In February of 1860 the young couple 
came to live in .Newtonville (then 
“Hull’s Crossing”) in the same house 
that has been their home for sixty-one 
years. The village has growm into a 
town, the town into a city in those 
years; but “the Tompson house” has 
remained, always ready to keep “open 
house" whenever need or occasion 
arose. 

Mrs. Tompson was a daughter of 
“Schoolmaster Weeks,” a figure well 
known in Portsmouth a hundred years 
ago. He was for some years owner 
and publisher of the New Hampshire 
Gazette. 

Her mother (“Nabby” Hubbard of 
Kennebunk) was noted for her hospi- 
tality of which a characteristic in- 
stance is that she always hastened to 
Invite to tea any new minister who 
came to settle in Portsmouth, that he 
might in this way meet his brother 
ministers of all the other denomina- 
tions. 

Just such hospitality Mrs. Tompson 
•loved and practised; and the home at 
88 Otis street has been for more than 
half a century noted for its hospitably 
open doors and its cordial welcome to 
newcomers and old friends alike. 

Ahvays interested in books as well 
as people, and active in promoting so- 
cial life around them, Mr. and Mrs. 
Tompson were among a small group 
who met to read together, and out of 
this informal reading circle grew the 
Every Saturday Club w’hich last Octo- 
ber celebrated its 50th Anniversary. 
Another small beginning with which 
Mrs. Tompson was associated was a 
Morning Book and Basket Club (some- 
one reading aloud, the others mending 
or sewing) which eventually organized 
and became the Newtonville Woman’s 
Guild. 

Among the many parties, receptions, 
and informal good times which are as-

Mayor Childs' veto of the grant to 
the Jenney Co. to locate a filling sta- 
tion at the corner of Deacon and Wal- 
nut streets was expected as he vetoed 
a similar matter last year on a near- 
by location. Last year the veto was 
not sustained and the permit was 
granted, but the Company had some 
difficulty in obtaining the land and 
abandoned the whole project. While 
we hold no brief for the Jenney Co., 
it seems evident that the use of this 
corner for this purpose will be an 
advantage and not a detriment to the 
city. If left to itself, this corner 
would undoubtedly develop, as the 
other corners have developed into a 
moderate or cheap class of buildings, 
erected close to the street lines and 
obstructing the view in all directions. 
The Jenney Co. has always erected 
attractive stations and they are built 
in such a fashion as not to obstruct 
the view. The location has the 
hearty approval of both the Xewton 
Planning Commission and the Xew- 
ton Centre Improvement Association; 
a fact which ought to have some 
bearing on the situation.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The Great, and General Court wan 
prorogued a little after three o’clock 
last Saturday morning after one of the 
ahorteat aeaaiona held in late yeara. 

The mock aeaalon which has alwaya 
been a feature of the cloaing houra waa 
conspicuous by ita absence. There wna 
a little singing and some throwing of 
pnper about but. nothing of any conse- 
quence ns the House waa kept in ses- 
sion about fill the afternoon and eve- 
ning. 

The greatest fight of the closing 
hours centered about the efforts of the 
cities of Holyoke and Westfield to ob- 
tain a modification of the award mnde 
some years ago by a judicial commis- 
sion as to the percentage these cities 
should pay of the coat of the bridge 
now' being constructed across the Con- 
necticut rivor at Springfield. Last year 
a direct fight w’as mnde nnd lost on 
the award. This year ihe bill took the 
form of a new commission to take the 
matter up anew and passed the Senate 
by a good margin. The vote in the 
House late Friday afternoon was 102 
in favor of the bill and 108 in opposi- 
tion. Immediate efforts were made by 
the friends of the bill to secure a re- 
cess with the intention to move to re- 
consider later in the '-veiling but the 
opponents were alive to the situation 
and made the motion then nnd there. 
Motions w'ere made to postpone action, 
to take a reces3 and to adjourn but 
they w’ere all defeated and the House 
then refused to reconsider and the mat- 
ter w’as ended. It aroused consider- 
able hard feeling however, and there 
were rumors of all sorts flying around 
in regard to the use of liquor for 
friends and foes alike, and one man 
who was considered as opposed to the 
Holyoke plan was said to have been de- 
liberately made drunk in order to pre- 
vent liis voting on the hill. It will he 
a Godsend in more ways than one w’hen 
the manufacture of the devilish stuff 
is prohibited once and for all. 

A state tax of fourteen millions, the 
same as last year was authorized and a 
supplementary budget of nearly a mil- 
lion adoptee! as the ’ast act of the ses- 
sion. 

At some later time l hope to be able 
to give the voters of Xew’ton some idea 
cf how’ their representatives voted on 
the various roll calls of the session, in 
general it can be said that they usually 
voted as a unit. 

Four new bridges have been author- 
ized to he constructed over the Charles 
river between Boston and Cambridge 
and Boston and Watertown, including 
a new bridge for the present unsafe 
bridge at Cottage Farm. I do not 
think Newton will object to paying its 
share of these bridge:, in the Metro- 
politan district and the County of Mid- 
dlesex. a share with which Senator 
Xanhen and Representative Rice have 
had considerable to do.

That times have changed and that, 
club women nnd Federation officials 
have . taken a long stride forward was 
clearly demonstrated at the opening 
session of the annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs nt Plymouth last 
week. Tt hardly seems possible, but 
the fact remains that two addresses 
of welcome, the president's response, 
sixteen committee reports nnd n 
half-hour of music were satisfactorily 
put through ♦in a session not over 
two hours and a half long on the 
opening evening. That in itself is a 
record of which to be proud, nnd one 
which should make men sit up and 
take notice! From the officers’ re- 
ports were learned that 328 clubs 
now make up the Federation; that 
after expending some $6000 for car- 
rying on the work of the Federation, 
the substantial balance of $1590.58 
remains in the treasury. A short ac- 
count of the Endowment Fund was 
presented. 75 clubs having made con- 
tributions. It stands today at $23.- 
730.41. and there is every expectation 
that the full amount of $25,000 will 
he reached the coming year; in fact, 
it is probable that Mrs. Baker will 
see the fund completed before her 
term of service closes in 1922. Until 
it reaches the full amount, the income 
will he added to the principal. On 
this account it is exceedingly desir- 
able that it be completed in the near 
future, for there are constantly wid- 
ening opportunities of service opening 
to the Federation which cannot be 
undertaken until there is an added 
income from which to draw. 

Falling in with the request from 
the General Federation, five new 
divisions of work have been started. 
Home Demonstration Work, under 
Mrs. Joseph S. Leach; Volunteer Ser- 
vice Bureau, under Mrs. Wallace P. 
Hood; Community Service, under 
Mrs. Carolyn Engler; Industrial and 
Business Relations under Miss Mary 
C. Wiggin. and Institutional Rela- 
tions. under Mrs. George T. Rice 
these added to Americanization, under 
Mrs. Frederick G. Smith, and Thrift, 
under Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, make 
seven special divisions of work, in 
addition to the regular departments, 
which have existed for many years. 
A few gleamings from these reports 
may be of interest; 

“Fifty-seven clubs are now doing 
Americanization work, eight of which 
are co-operating in their communities 
with supervisors of Americanization 
appointed by the state board of edu- 
cation. Nine have had foreign 
women of all classes as guests of 
their clubs and held exhibitions of 
their handiwork.” For clubs not now 
doing Americanization work comes 
the recommendation: 

Study your community needs and 
the nationalities represented. Use 
tact in your method of approach. One 
mistake will sometimes take months 
to remedy. If there is no American- 
ization supervisor under your schools, 
try to arouse your school board to 
appoint the right kind, then co-oper- 
ate. The most successful work has 
been done in co-operation with of- 
ficial workers.” 

“Extend the co-operation between 
the clubs and the home demonstration 
agents.” “Make the Volunteer Ser- 
vice Bureau a part of the activities of 
peace as well as of the activities of 
war. Establish such a bureau in 
every community that there may be 
co-operation between club workers 
and trained workers. “Make ‘Know 
your own Community’ the slogan for 
next year.” 

From Mrs. Irving O. Palmer was 
this admonition: 

“Many of the phases of thrift 
should be stressed by the respective 
standing committees, such as thrift in 
the home, thrift in health, in civic 
affairs, in education and in legisla- 
tion. There is still, however, an im- 
portant feature of thrift work which 
is not included under the head of any 
of our regular departments. Prob- 
ably our nation’s greatest economic 
need today is to develop an under 
standing of the value of money and 
its intelligent use. 

“For this reason we suggested busi- 
ness days and classes, as the one new

could show tho powers that be on 
Beacon Hill what a good thing it 
would be for our prisoners to have 
this mental instruction, they would 
follow our lend and provide the 
necessary $1000 to pay a leader, after 
the first year.” 

The Mothercraft work, which has 
been so successfully launched in 
Massachusetts and has since been ex- 
tended into other states, was reported 
by its founder, Miss May Bliss Dick- 
inson. 

One of the most recent valuable 
extensions of the work has been 
through missionaries into other coun- 
tries. Books nnd other material have 
been sent into several sections of 
China for the use of missionary 
nurses. When Dr. Macy of Mexico 
was in this country he came to Bos- 
ton to obtain permission to have the 
text book, ‘Children Well and Happy,’ 
translated and published into Spanish 
to he used by classes of women and 
girls in Mexico.” 

Each department in turn in setting 
forth its work expressed the hope that 
the clubs would devote a day or even 
more to that special subject, until it 
would seem there would he no time 
left for anything else; hut what is 
better for the clubs’ treasuries, a 
whole year’s program might be ob- 
tained without drawing from them 
more than speakers’ traveling ex- 
penses! There were, however, many 
very definite suggestions, which may 
well he taken into consideration by 
program committees, who are anxious 
to educate their club members be- 
yond the point of wishing to be mere- 
ly entertained. Not until then will the 
individual club women begin to real- 
ize the full significance of this mighty 
club movement. 

Fifteen new clubs were presented, 
seven of whom were represented in 
person. The eight district directors 
told of visits to their clubs, and of the 
conferences which have been held 
through the year. And the business 
of the day was over. Rain interfered 1 
to some extent in the full pleasure of 
the excursions planned by the hostess 
club, but a very large number of dele- 
gates visited the Plymouth Cordage 
Company’s plant and . saw the film 
which tells the story from start to 
finish, and then partook of a sub- 
stantial supper in the plant’s restaur- 
ant. returning to town in time to at- 
tend the evening session at the 
theatre, as well as the reception at 
the Samoset. 

A half-hour of music by Clark’s or- 
chestra preceded the lecture by Sir 
Paul Dukes on “Secret Service in 
‘Red Russia,’ ” which was full of in- 
terest, but not so full of thrills as his 
audience had anticipated. He stated 
that there never will be peace in the 
world until conditions in Russia are 
settled. The whole mass of peasant- 
ry is playing a waiting game, and 
nobody believes that the Reds are 
going to last in power forever. The 
peasants on the farms have enough 
to eat, but in the cities food is very 
scarce and hard to get, and conse- 
quently very high-priced. 

Thursday morning came the final 
business session, when an amend- 
ment was passed according to past 
presidents full delegate privileges, 
just as are enjoyed 1 by all present 
members of the board. The scholar- 
ship of $100 in memory of Mrs. Leila 
C. Pennock, which was voted last 
year at the American International 
College at Springfield, was made a 
permanent thing. Mrs. Lena R. Wel- 
lington was elected trustee of the En- 
dowment Fund. The report on the 
Bed in the Children’s Hospital showed 
that $300 more than was needed for 
one bed had been contributed, and it 
was voted that this balance be held 
by the Public Health committee with 
the hope that further clubs would 
make contributions daring the coming 
year and a second bed be endowed. 

A resolution from the legislative 
department urging the clubs to hold 
a legislative day previous to the Fed- 
eration’s mid-winter meeting, when 
the bills selected by the department 
should be discussed 1 from both sides, 
so that delegates may go to that meet- 
ing thoroughly informed upon them, 
was passed, after having been expur- 
gated so far as pledged delegates 
were concerned. A resolution from 
the General Federation urging the 
creation of an intelligent public 
opinion regarding the care and train- 
ing of delinquent girls was also 
passed; the convention went on rec- 
ord as opposed to the Walsh bill, or-

NEW COMMUNITY SCHOOL OF 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The vital necessity for the future 
good of our country of sound and thor- 
ough training in religious and moral 
character has been deeply Impressed 
upon ail, because of the stress placed 
upon such training by many leaders of 
thought. The fact that the responsi- 
bility for Buch training, under our sys- 
tem and principles of government, rests 
Jointly upon Home and Church, is real- 
ized better now than in recent years. 

The thousand or more teachers and 
officers In the Protestant Sunday 
Schools of the Norumhega District real- 
ize their responsibility for their part 
in this dual work. Up to the present 
time, however, no adequate provision 
has been made whereby these volunteer 
workers may have the opportunity to 
secure the special training which they 
would like, and for which they would 
be willing to give their time. 

Realizing, as the people of this com- 
munity now do, that no one church 
working alone can provide the same 
high quality of training that all work- 
ing together can furnish, they have 
decided to establish the Norumhega 
Community School of Religious Educa- 
tion. A fine spirit of co-operation pre- 
vails, every Protestant denomination 
and every locality in the District being 
represented on the committee in 
charge. 

Most of the details are already de- 
cided. The School will be held in the 
Central Congregational Church in New- 
tonville, on Monday evenings, begin- 
ning October 10th next. There will he 
two sessions each evening for 24 weeks, 
so that each student may elect two 
courses. A complete course of study, 
for which diploma will be awarded 
covers three years. 

Announcement of Director and fac- 
ulty, whose selection is in the hands 
of a special committee headed by Na- 
than Heard, Esq., will be made shortly. 
The teachers will all be the equals in 
their respective fields of the teachers 
in a State Normal School. Courses of 
study will be offered, adapted to the 
needs of teachers, officers, pastors and 
parents. 

The expense of providing such a 
school of high grade is small, com- 
pared with the results to be obtained. 
It is estimated that about $2500 per 
year will maintain such a school of the 
fine quality which Newto,n requires. A 
part of this will come from a small 
tuition fee from those attending. But 
as these are the very ones who are 
giving so freely of their time and 
strength in teaching the boys and girls 
of the community, it is believed that 
individuals and churches will be glad 
to finance thet School and other im- 
portant work of the District Associa- 
tion. Mr. Wm. T. Rich of Newton is 
chairman of the Finance Committee. 

The entire Norumhega District Sun- 
day School Association, which em- 
braces not only all the Newtons, but 
also Waltham, Watertown. Belmont, 
Waverley and Weston, unite in this 
school in spite of the difficulties of 
transportation for many. 

Hon. Thos. Weston, Jr., of West New- 
ton, is chairman of the general commit- 
tee.

GARDEN NEWS STORY 


Pumpkins, squash and cucumbers 
should 1 be planted this week ns the 
ground has now become thoroughly 
warmed and there is little probability 
of much cold weather. As these 
vegetables cover considerable ground 
It Is not a good practice to plant more 
than a few hills of cucumbers and 
summer squash if the garden space 
Is limited. 

Squash vine borers which destroyed 
the entire crop in so many gardens 
last year must nlso be taken Into con- 
sideration and the chances of getting 
a good crop of winter squash and pum- 
kins are about as small as any vege- 
table that enn be planted. When there 
is land enough to permit the planting 
of crops of this kind, and insect pests 
are controlled, pumpkins and winter 
squash can be depended upon to pro- 
duce a very good yield. 

The soil for all vine growing vege- 
tables should bo rich and in order to 
give the seeds a quick start a shovel 
full of well-rotted manure should be 
placed in the bottom of the hill. This 
should be covered with an inch of fine 
loam and a dozen seeds scattered over 
an area of one square foot. The seeds 
should then be covered to a depth of 
two inches. After the plants have 
started their second leaves, they 
should be thinned to four in a hill, 
being careful to leave the strongest 
plants and as far apart as possible. 

Cucumbers should be planted in hills 
four feet apart each way. In small 
gardens they are frequently planted 
in drills and thinned to one every 12 
inches, when three inches high. Some 
good varieties are Arlington White 
Spine, Davis Perfect and Boston Pick- 
ling. 

Summer squash grow in hush form 
so they require no more area than cu- 
cumbers. It is very important that 
they be heavily fertilized in order to 
force rapid growth. Crookneck va- 
rieties give the most universal satis- 
faction. 

Winter squash is very prolific and 
five or six hills will supply an average 
family. As the vines cover a great 
deal of ground they should be planted 
eight to ten feet apart each way. The 
best varieties are Delicious and Hub- 
bard. 

Sugar pumpkins are the only variety 
suitable for home gardens. Hills 
should be six feet apart each way. 
In order to economize space it is a 
good plan to plant all vine crops on 
the edges of the garden so that the 
vines can be trained to run out on the 
grass instead of taking up space in 
the garden that might be used for 
other crops.

NORTHEASTERN COLLEGE 


Boston, May 25, Northeastern Col- 
lege, which is the outgrowth of more 
than 70 years of educational work in 
the Boston Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, celebrated its 25th anniver- 
sary at the building of tl\e Boston As- 
sociation on Wednesday night, Arthur 
S, Johnson, president of the board of 
trustees, presided and introduced as 
toastmaster Robert G. Dodge, president 
of the Law School Corporation. Dr. 
Kenyon L. Butterfield, president of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, 
spoke on "Internationalizing American 
Education,” George S. Smith of New- 
ton Centre, former president of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, on 
“Business Ethics,” and President 
Frank Palmer Speare on “The Next 25 
Years of Northeastern College.” 

When the educational work was 
placed on a systematic basis in 1896 it 
had about 700 students and a local 
budget for the year of less than $3000. 
Today the College has about 800 stu- 
dents and expects a regional or New 
England budget for the coming year of 
more than $500,000.

More than one thousand horses took 
part in the parade of the Boston Work- 
Horse Relief Association on Memorial 
day in what is considered one of the 
most successful in its history. 

It will be of local interest to note 
that C. F. Eddy Co. won nine blue rib- 
bons on that occasion. They had three 
entries in the Championship Class. Sin- 
gle, Heavy Horses. A beautiful roan 
horse weighing 1900 lbs, 5th year in the 
parade, driver. William Fitzsimmons; 
a bay horse 5th year in the parade, 
driver. James Spikes; a roan. 10th 
year in the parade, driven by Frank 
Bemis. The first named, won the 
Championship as he did in the same 
class last year. 

In the coal class there were three 
double teams of this firm all of which 
won Blue Ribbons. A pair of Greys 
their 8th year in the parade driven by 
Thomas Morrissey, a pair of Bays their 
3rd year in the parade driven by Peter 
Merideth. and a beautiful pair of 
Blacks driven by Patrick Welch.

A GREAT SUCCESS 

The Simmons Garden Fete on Harriman Estate 
attracts 2000 Persons 


The beautiful estate of Mr. Henry 
I. Harriman, Centre street, Newton, 
was the scene last Saturday afternoon 
and evening of one* of the largest and 
most elaborate fetes that Newton has 
ever seen. The festivities were given 
for^he benefit of the Simmons College 
Endowment Fund. 

The house itself resembles an old 
English manor house with its terrace, 
and well-kept lawn. From the rear of 
the house extends in parallel lines, a 
double row of poplar trees leading the 
eye to the pergola at the end. The 
rectangular space between these was 
flanked by booths of every description 
decorated in Simmons College colors. 

A part of the front lawn under the 
apple tree was devoted to children. 
Here games were played under the 
supervision of Mrs. Collett, while Miss 
Emilie Poulsson, author and educator 
held a group of children spell-bound 
with her stories. 

In the basement playground, another 
group enjoyed the Marionettes, loaned 
for the occasion, by Madame Achard 
School. These gave an adaptation of 
Anatole France’s “Honey Bee." This 
romantic tale of the middle ages was 
exquisitely costumed and staged, pro- 
ducing an illusion which was quite re- 
markable.

7. Signaling (Morse code). 

The same as Event 8, but using a 
different code and flags. 

8. Bugling. 

9. Equipment Race. 

Plenty of fun, but an event which 

requires quickness of action. 

10. Tent-pitching contest. 

All who anticipate camping this 

summer should see this. Nothing 
slow about the scouts in tent-pitch- 
ing.

DOUBLE SESSION 


Long Aldermanlc Hearings on Monday Evening 
Require Extra Meeting on Tuesday 


While In times past the board of al- 
dermen have held many long and in- 
teresting hearings, it Is the opinion of 
the writer that the session on Monday 
evening established a new record. It 
was certainly the first time in the his- 
tory of the city that the board ad- 
journed Immediately at the conclusion 
of the last hearing and transacted no 
business, meeting the next night to 
finish its docket. 

The chief interest Monday night 
centered around two proposed meth- 
ods by which the construction of a 
large factory building by the Security 
Mills Inc. near Cabot Park, could be 
prevented by action of the city. One 
method called for an extension of Mon- 
roe street through the land now owned 
by the Security Mills, the other for 
taking the whole tract of land for mu- 
nicipal purposes, which meant either 
for park or playground purposes. 

The aldermanlc chamber and gallery 
were crowded to the doors and the re- 
marks of the various speakers were 
greeted with applause. 

President Harriman in opening the 
hearings stated that the matter had 
been heard at length at a previous 
special meeting of the board and the 
present hearings ordered at that time. 
Alderman Nichols, who had been des- 
ignated as a committee to get in 
touch with the situation made a long 
and interesting report, which in sub- 
stance stated that the remonstrants 
had refused to take any action for them- 
selves, evidently as Mr. Nichols said, 
under a misapprehension of the facts, 
while the Security Mills officers were 
willing to co-operate and at present 
were acting strictly within their rights 
in proceeding to erect the factory 
building. Mr. Nichols expressed his 


regret that the city had taken no ac- 
tion under the zoning law, although 
legislation to that end had been en- 
acted in 1920. Mr. Nichols believed 
that it would be an abuse of power for 
the city to take action under the power 
of eminent domain, it would certainly 
establish a bad precedent and might be 
held illegal by the courts. 

Mr. William B. Hayden for the rem- 
onstrants stated that while this land 
was assessed for about $1,000 the own- 
ers wanted $20,000 at the present time. 

Ex-Alderman Arthur W. Blakemore 
recorded the Newton Improvement So- 
ciety in favor of taking this land and 
recalled that when Cabot Park was 
first laid out some 20 years ago it was 
intended to take the land west of the 
brook but on account of financial rea- 
sons it was not done. 

Ex-Alderman Harry D. Cabot, presi- 
dent of the Newtonville Improvement 
Association, also favored the taking. 
Mr. H. H. Ballard, Jr., told of the suc- 
cessful efforts of residents in the vi- 
cinity of Mt. Vernon St.. Newtonville, 
to prevent a wood-working concern 
from locating there. Messrs. James S. 
Cannon, Stephen B. Hughes, George B. 
H. Macomber. and Ex-Alderman 
Charles E. Riley all favored a taking 
by the city. Mr. Leon Rubenstein 
for the Security Mills then stated the 
position of his company in the matter 
in such a conciliatory manner as to 
arouse considerable sympathy for his 
cause. 

Previous to this hearing there were 
several others which also attracted 
some interest. 

Edison poles on Claremont street 
were opposed by Rev. N. A. Merritt, Jr., 
and Mr. J. Dwight Howard, and fa-

The Tuesday Meeting 

Every member was present at the 
meeting on Tuesday night. The first 
matter on the docket was the veto of 
the Mayor of the permit recently grant- 
ed the Jenney Mfg.Co. to locate a gas- 
olene filling station at the corner of 
Beacon and Walnut streets. The veto 
gave these reasons — 

1st. There is no need for a filling 
station in this particular locality inas- 
much as one is already established only 
a very short distance to the west of the 
proposed location. 

2nd. The proposed location is at one 
of the most dangerous corners in the 
city. 

3rd. The residents in that vicinity are 
opposed to the proposition. 

I shall be glad to cooperate with your 
Honorable board in any move which 
may be made toward street widening in 
that locality and the elimination of con- 
ditions which have caused many acci- 
dents and many more narrow escapes. 

With filling stations only a short dis- 
tance from this dangerous junction in 
every direction, public necessity does 
not require a filling station at this 
point. The safety of travellers upon 
our highways is more important than 
private interests. 

Alderman Rogers said that from po- 
lice reports he found that 450 cars had 
passed this point between 3 and 4 P. M. 
the previous Sunday while 1200 cars 
had passed' at the corner of Washington 
street and Commonwealth avenue at 
the same time. He did not believe 
there would be added danger if this 
station was located as granted by the 
board. Alderman Melcher said that 
both Improvement societies of Newton 
Centre and Newton Highlands ap- 
proved the location. Alderman Carter 
said that the Planning Board were 
unanimous in favor. Alderman McAus- 
lan also favored the permit. Alderman 
Blake opposed the location and support- 
ed the veto. The permit then failed 
to pass over the veto, by a vote of 12 
to 18, as a two thirds’ vote was neces- 
sary. Aldermen Ball, Blake, Cook, 
Heathcote, Hickey, Madden, Ross and 
Young supported the veto. 

The mayor also vetoed that part of 
a recent order for $12,000 for furnish- 
ing the new school house at Waban as 
he believed the most shouVl be raised 
by a bond issue rather than a direct 
charge to the tax levy. His position 
was sustained by a vote of 18 to 2, Al- 
derman Cook and Pratt, and later the 
board passed a bond issue of $12,000 
for this purpose. 

The mayor’s recommendations for 
$500 for replacements caused by fire 
at the Auburndale fire station, for $500 
for maintenance of a rifle range for 
Co. H, and for change in ordinance reg- 
ulating purchase of postage were ap- 
proved. 

He also recommended $200 for archi- 
tect for changes wanted in the Mason 
school, $150 for use of Board of Appeal, 
$50 for plans for removal of old Roger 
Wolcott school building at Waban. $500 
for grading about the Angier school, 
$453.30 for pension of John F. Calden 
of the Fire Dept., for work by State di- 
rector of Accounts on Comptroller’s 
books, and for opening of north side 
of Commonwealth avenue for use of 
automobiles. 

Two important communications were 
received, one from the Planning Board 
submitting a proposed zoning ordi- 
nance and one from the Supt. of 
Schools submitting the recent report 
of Dr. J. H. Van Sickle on a survey 
of the Newton Schools. Alderman 
.Nichols stated that the committee in 
charge of the latter would make a re- 
port at the next meeting and the Van 
Sickle report was tabled. 

Alderman Nichols had the request of 
Guy M. Winslow for incorporation of 
Lasell Seminary referred to a special 
committee to confer with the Assessors 
in regard to the possibility of exemp- 
tion from taxation if this matter was 
consummated. 

Petitions of Wm. H. Rand for an 
auctioneer license, Newton Highlands 
Garage and George E. Rivers for truck 
licenses, Angelo Tuccerl for a victual- 
ler license, 1209 Chestnut street, Er- 
nest Saras for a victualler license at 
267 Washington street. George C. Weed 
for- 2nd class auto dealers’ license, and 
Douglas I*;. Foster, Islington roud, 
Thus. Halpin, 204 California street and 
F. L. Reed, Beaumont avenue for pri- 
vate garages were granted. 

Petitions were also received from 
Zaida M. Chumberlin, 156 Waltham 
street. Guiseppe (’avullo, 58 Oak uve- 
nue, Margaret A. Mahoney, 18 Prospect 
street, for victualler licenses, T. Frank 
Willey for 3rd class liquor license at 
32 Lincoln street, Reuben Forknull for 
an auctioneer license, C. < . Brown, Al- 
lerton roud, G. H. Noone, Nobscot road, 


George W. Harvey, 882 Commonwealth 
avenue, J. F. Suckling, 676 Centre 
street, P. W. Ryan, Harvard street, for 
private garages, for the laying out of 
Ashton ami Kenwood avenues, and 
Berwick road, for sewers in Common- 
wealth avenue, Adams avenue, Phillips 
lane, and Frederick street, for abate- 
ment of betterments on Algonquin and 
Charlesbank roads, Giuseppe Castag- 
nino and Joseph B. Lovely for soldiers’ 
relief, for improvement of drainage of 
Watertown street, for street sprinkling 
on Islington road, for an Edison pole 
on Cabot street, from the Newton Fed- 
eration of Women’s Club ior abolition 
of gunning In Newton, for bird protec- 
tion in Newton and for abatement of 
sewer assessment on Cabot street. 

The Board of Health recommended a 
sewer in Frederick street. 

On recommendation of committees 
licenses were granted to Andrew Maz- 
zone, 977 Chestnut street and Peter 
Durant, Bridge street as common vic- 
tuallers, Peter Durant for pool tables, 
Bridge street, Auburndale Club for 
bowling alleys and pool tables, J. E. 
Sherman Co. for transfer of auto deal- 
ers’ license, from Ballard street to 
Needham street, Warwick road and 
Rossmere road were laid out with 
building lines at a cost of $18,764, curb- 
ing ordered on Chapel street to cost 
$2321.91, sidewalks ordered on Brook- 
side avenue, $380 voted for a new box 
stall at Willow street stable, sewers or- 
dered in Morton street, Morton road, 
Victoria circle and Royce road, and 
hearings assigned on the laying out of 
Gammons road, Byfleld road and Ash- 
ton and Kenwood avenues. 

Leave to withdraw was voted on pe- 
titions of Tito Passarini, 1005 Chestnut 
street and Ernest Saras, 267 Washing- 
ton street for common victualler li- 
censes, on the laying out of Aslimont 
road and Ricker terrace and on peti- 
tion for sewer abatement on Nevada 
street. 

It was deemed inexpedient to sell 
land of city on Adella avenue to Carl 
T. Whittemore. 

There was quite a debate on the ad- 
verse report pf the Finance committee 
on granting 3 weeks’ vacation to City 
Hall employees, and Alderman Blake 
succeeded in having the board by a 
vote of 12 to 9 substitute an ordinance 
allowing this privilege. The matter 
was favored by Aldermen Blake, Young 
and Ross and opposed by Alderman 
Nichols. After substitution there was 
another discussion over the form of the 
ordinance, Alderman Heathcote oppos- 
ing the matter and Aldermen Lloyd, 
Whidden and President Harriman 
speaking in • favor. The matter was 
finally sent to a committee for revision. 

The various orders relative to pro- 
viding sewerage for the Avalon road 
district in Waban carrying an appro- 
priation of $14,836 were explained by 
Alderman Nichols. This matter has 
been pending for some two years and 
has finally been settled by the construc- 
tion of a sewer pumping plant which 
will serve this district and half the 
cost of which will be assessed on the 
district as a public improvement. 

President Harriman then took the 
floor to present a resolution authoriz- 
ing him to send the following letter to 
the Mayor. 

My dear Mr. Mayor: 

I am instructed by a resolution of 
the Board of Aldermen to convey to 
you in this letter their views upon cer- 
tain financial matters affecting the City 
of Newton. When your draft of the 
annual budget was presented to the 
Board, the Street Commissioner ex- 
plained that the various estimates for 
city work were based upon a continu- 
ance of the 1920 wage schedule. The 
Board felt that, in justice to the tax- 
payers of the City, and because of the 
economic situation of the entire coun- 
try, there should be a reasonable liqui- 
dation of city wages, such liquidation 
being necessary in all lines of work, in 
order that conditions may be stabilized 
and productive activities placed upon a 
sound economic basis. 

Accordingly, various items in the 
budget were reduced by an amount 
which it was estimated would call for 
a reduction of from 10 per cent to 15 
per cent in the pay of labor in the em- 
ploy of the city. The present pay to 
city laborers is 53 cents per hour, but 
to this must be added approximately 
5 cents per hour to cover the pay re- 
ceived for Saturday half-holiday during 
par* of the year, regular holidays, etc. 
— thus the wage received by the city 
laborer for his actual working time is 
58 cents per hour, as compared to a 
going wage of from 35 cents to 40 cents 
per hour for the same class of labor 
in the employ of private contractors. 
If mechanics and other higher paid 
labor are included, the average net pay 
of city labor is 61 cents per hour. 
There are now employed by the City 
over 250 laborers and the annual pay- 
roll exceeds $400,000, and a cut of 10 
per cent or 15 per cent means a very 
substantial saving to the City. 

The Board is informed by the Street 
Commissioner that, although the re- 
duced budget was passed some months 
ago, no change has been made in the 
labor rate. The Board is further in- 
formed that certain departments have 
already expended such a sum of money 
that it is clearly evident their work 
cannot be completed on the present ap- 
propriation, if the present wage scale 
is to continue. The Board may, there- 
fore, be placed in the position of either 
making additional appropriations — 
thus increasing the burdens upon the 
taxpayers of Newton — or refusing to 
make such appropriations — thus stop- 
ping work upon much needed projects. 

It is recognized that the City Charter 
places upon you as Mayor the authority 
to determine the wage scale; but it also 
is apparent that upon the Bourd’s 
shoulders rests the final responsibility 
for appropriations; and thus there is u 
co-ordination of responsibility for city 
expenditures. Accordingly, the Board 
suggests that oy executive order a rea- 
sonable change lie inude, in the rate of 
pay for city labor. In practically every 
line of private industry, wuges have 
already fallen with general prices of 
commodities. The same is true us to 
public utilities, the recent announce- 
ment of the Railroud Wage Hoard 
being most significant; und tills Hoard 
knows of no Just rule which would 
exempt municipal luhor from the oper- 
ation of economic luws or impose upon 
city authorities any rule of action 
which is ut variance with principles 
of sound business and economic policy. 
Justice to all would dictate a reason- 
able but not rudlcal cut in the munici- 
pal labor employed by the City of New- 
ton.

reasoning.

Mr. Harriman then stated that un- 
less something was done in this direc- 
tion either the board must find addi- 
tional money, or much needed work 
will be left undone. The responsibility 
rests on the aldermen to call the atten- 
tion of the Mayor to these conditions, 
otherwise no action would mean an as- 
sent to additional appropriations. Sta- 
tistics show that the cost of living 
based at 100 in 1914 had risen to 226 in 
1920 and had now’ dropped to about 
150. 

Alderman Heathcote challenged these 
figures and said that rents had just 
been increased an additional 25 per 
cent w’hile coal and milk had gone 
down but a trifle He believed the mat- 
ter should be left witn tne mayor. 

Alderman Nichols said that the re- 
cent Supreme court decision at Wash- 
ington meant that Newton w’as to lose 
the bulk of Its taxes on incomes and 
must be financed by taxes on real es- 
tate. The majority of our tax payers 
own moderate cost homes and we can- 
not afford to increase our tax rate. If 
our schools are to be kept at a high 
standard and we must provide addi- 
tional school houses and maintenance 
for them, it will be difficult to balance 
our finances. We cannot afford to pay 
more than the going price for labor in 
fairness to the tax payer, our schools 
and our children. 

Alderman Rogers called attention to 
the numerous “For Sale’’ signs and be- 
lieved it indicated we had already 
reached the danger point in taxation. 

Alderman Phipps said that this reso- 
lution merely called attention of the 
mayor to the fact that the budget 
figures had been fixed with this reduc- 
tion in mind. 

Alderman McAuslan said that 82 per 
cent of street construction is labor and 
much work will be left undone if cut is 
not made. 

Alderman Blake called attention to 
the fact that the measure of income 
was the whole year and the men would 
find it better to have work the entire 
period at a smaller rate than to be idle 
after a few months’ w’ork at a higher 
scale. 

Alderman Madden thought the reso- 
lution might be considered as an in- 
terference with executive functions and 
said that while the rate had not been 
reduced the number of men employed 
had been lessened. The city laborer did 
not profiteer during the period of high 
prices und we ought not to put the 
burden on his shoulders uione. 

The resolution was then adopted 
witli about two or three voices in the 
negative. 

The board then w’ent into the com- 
mittee of the whole to discuss the Se- 
curity Mills situation and on returning 
to open session referred the matter to 


a select committee of three and ad- 
journed at 11.05 to meet next Monday 
evening.

A committee constating of the pas- 
tors of the different churches of New- 
ton. representatives of the Community 
Club and others interested in the mov- 
ing picture problem met on Tuesday 
afternoon in Elks Hall.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE AT 
BRAY HALL 

Largely Attended by Newton, Brookline and 
Boston People 


Mr. John Sidney Bralthwnlte, M. A.. 
C. S. B., of London, England, wiih 
the lecturer at Bray Hall, Newton 
Centre, laBt evening, hln subject 
being: Chrlntlan Science: The Key to 
Self Government. He was Introduced 
by Mr. Edwin C. Johnson of Newton 
Highlands, who said: 

I should be ungrateful tonight, If In 
introducing the speaker, I did not 
voice my gratitude for all that Chris- 
tian Science has meant to me. 

Twenty-five years ago this fall it 
looked' as if I should have to give* up 
trying to get an education. I was 
then attending the Boston I^atln 
School. My eyes had given out and I 
was unable to study. My father had 
always worn glasses and an occulist 
said that I had inherited astigmatism 
and would have to wear glasses all 
my life. I had lost two years from 
school and was about to lose a third, 
when my mother’s attention was 
called to Christian Science treatment, 
through the healing of her brother. 
We tried' Christian Science treatment, 
my eyes were healed, I gave up the 
glasses I had worn for three years, 
made up one of the two years of 
school I had lost, and completed my 
education. Shortly after this the fam- 
ily physician nearly frightened my 
mother to death by telling her that 
she had a serious case of heart 
trouble and would have to be very 
careful in whatever she did. She 
tried Christian Science treatment, was 
entirely healed, and is today sprier 
and more active than most young 
people. 

In these twenty-five years, Christian 
Science has been my only medicine 
and a constant daily help in the prob- 
lems that come to all of us in our 
home life, in the community, and in 
the business world. 

Now, the motives and purposes back 
of this lecture and of all connected 
with it are the highest possible, — 
namely, to help mankind. It is there- 
fore absolutely right that good should 
come out of this meeting. Nothing 
can prevent it. 

The lecture is being given under 
the auspices of the local Christian 
Science Church, called First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, of Newton, which 
holds services Sunday mornings and 
Wednesday evenings in Flayers Hall, 
West Newton. 

The purpose of the speaker is to 
voice the truth concerning Christian 
Science. He is worthy and well qual- 
ified to speak to us with authority, for 
he is a member of the Board of Lec- 
tureship of the Mother Church, the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston. 

It is with pleasure that I present 
Mr. John Sidney Braithwaite. 

Mr. Braithwaite spoke as follows: 

In seeking for a test to apply to any 
form of religious teaching one hardly 
would expect to improve on the words 
of an eighteenth century writer who 
says “That Is the truest doctrine 
which hath a tendency to make thee 
live In the best and wisest manner.” 
Christian Science nevertheless pro- 
poses a further test, for it says that if 
such doctrine is based oil the teach- 
ings of Christ Jesus, as it surely will 
be, then it should be found to confer 
In addition the best health. It is just 
because Christian Science has helped 
and is helping so many people to a 
better and wiser manner of life, be- 
sides healing them of physical ail- 
ments and keeping them well, that so 
much interest has been aroused in 
it. 

The essential sanity and health and 
optimism which permeate Christian 
Science are helping to leaven human 
thought, and to supply the moral qual- 
ities that are needed to hold it stead- 
fast In the midst of present storms 
and beating waves. 

Christian Science strengthens the 
weak hands, confirms the feeble knees 
and says to those that are of a fear- 
ful heart, “Be strong, fear not.” 

Many of us are here, no doubt, in 
the spirit of enquiry, we want to know 
in what way this teaching substanti- 
ates its claim to be both Christian and 
Science, we want to know how the 
healing is done, und perhaps also 
whether it is applicable to our own 
case. These points I shall try to ex- 
plain, and also I shall try to show 
that in seeking the truth about God’s 
government of His universe, we find 
the truth about individual self-govern- 
ment. There is no lesson more needed 
today than that of self-government, 
for until that is learned one cannot 
be ready, as all should be, to partici- 
pate in the government of the people, 
which means government in obedience 
to divine Luw. Is it not clear thut a 
nation or u movement will be safe 
when self-government is the first 
concern of the individuals composing 
It? 

Mnry Baker Eddy 

When one considers the place that 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, Mury Baker Eddy, oc- 
cupies in the unfoldment of Chris- 
tianity, one finds it to be unique. You 
cannot compare her to such religious 
teachers or reformers us Luther, Cal- 
vin, Wesley or George Fox for this 
reason, that while each one of those 
men hud his distinct messuge to the 
age in which he lived and each one 
had a certain genius for organization, 
not one ever claimed the full measure 
of the Master's promises. It seems 
thut they did not see far enough to 
associate Ills teaching with the word 
Science, neither did they dure to ad- 
vocate physical healing as un essential 
part of the Muster's instructions to 
ills disciples throughout all time. They 
did not know how to do so. and in 
some instunces where heuling oc- 
curred, they even feared lest it should 
result In a darkening of their mes- 
sage, through a building up of their 
own personality, in place of the 
Christ. And, mind you, they were not 
very wide of the murk in estimating 
this danger, hut Mrs. Eddy saw it too 
und fin ed it. She fearlessly Insisted 
on healing as an essential feuture of 
Christianity, hut she also saw that 
nothing hut striet adherence to the 
truth could qualify for this demon- 
stration. Shu was a Moses to this 


age, Haying, uh Moses said to the chil- 
dren of Isruel. “If thou wilt diligently 
hearken to the voice of the iAird thy 
God, and wilt do that, which is right 
In his sight, and wilt give ear to his 
commandments, and keep all his stat- 
utes, 1 will put none of these diseases 
upon thee, which I have brought upon 
the Egyptians: for I am the Lord that 
healeth thee.” 

Mrs. Eddy brought to Christianity 
that which had hitherto lacked — the 
Science of its teaching. Nothing 
could be added to the spirit of the Mas- 
ter’s teaching, hut the age was de- 
manding its scientific and systematic 
explanation. Mrs. Eddy supplied both, 
fler book*, “Science and Health, with 
Key to the Scriptures” is the textbook 
of Christian Science, and her Church 
Manual provides the rules by which 
this healing system becomes an In- 
tegral feature of the Church of 
Christ. These two books never can 
be separated nor superseded. 

The story of Mrs. Eddy’s own heal- 
ing which was occasioned by a sud- 
den flash of illumination thrown on a 
passage of Scripture, has been so 
often told that I will not repeat it 
now, but it Is perhaps not so generally 
known that It was a regular physician 
who urged her to embody her discov- 
ery in a book and thus give to the 
world her curative system of divine 
metaphysics. He had good reason for 
doing so. for he had seen her heal 
pneumonia instantaneously, when he 
himself had declared that the patient 
could not live. 

One might dwell at considerable 
length on Mrs. Eddy’s deeply spiritual 
nature, her unselfed and statesman- 
like leadership of the Christian 
Science movement, her far-seeing 
wisdom, her loving warning, her stern 
rebuke, and her gentle entreaty, but 
I think that the world today is more 
willing to concede these things than 
it formerly was and to give to her her 
rightful place, and so I will proceed 
to deal with some aspects of her dis- 
covery. 

Back fo the Bible 

Perhaps the most Important thing 
that Christian Science does for the 
real truthseeker Is that it gives him 
back his Bible. So many people have 
let their Bibles go in exchange for the 
more speculative and uninspired writ- 
ings of would-be leaders of thought. 
They have wandered far Into theories 
about health, government, human na- 
ture, death and the hereafter. In many 
cases only to return by the same door 
they went in saying as old Omar said: 
“There was the door to which I found 
no key: 

There was the veil through which I 
might not see.” 

And just as we may hear nowadays 
the call of “back to the land,” remind- 
ing men of the essentials of exist- 
ence, lost sight of in the anxieties of 
the war or the rush and speculation of 
the city, so in Christian Science the 
cry is “back to the Bible.” There you 
will find the door you seek to open, 
and here in Christian Science is the 
key to it. The very first of the tenets 
of Christian Science is “As adherents 
of Truth, we take the inspired Word 
of the Bible as our sufficient guide to 
eternal life.” 

It may he asked how one is to know' 
which parts of the Bible ure “inspired 
Word” and which are not. What 
about the talking serpent, Noah and 
his ark, the whale that swallowed 
Jonah, and a hundred other things 
either unintelligible or unbelievable? 
Well, these things do not have to be 
regarded as actual material occur- 
rences, but rather as word pictures or 
illustrations to show wlmt takes place 
in the human consciousness when the 
truth begins to enlighten it. Suppose 
that someone were to take you into a 
large room filled with furniture, 
books, pictures and other curios, but 
so dimly lighted that you could barely 
distinguished the various objects and 
certainly could make nothing of them, 

. und then he should begin to tell you 
‘ of their great interest and priceless 
value. You might say to him “all that 
you say about these things may be 
perfectly true, but it hardly interests 
me because I can’t see them in this 
dim light.” 

But if the light were turned up it 
would all he quite different. You could 
see the things then, study them and 
form your own estimate of them. 

That is what Christiun Science does 
for the Bible. It turns up the light, 
so that all can see for themselves. 

Text-Book Commentary 

The key which the Christian 
Science text-hook supplies to the 
Bible brings a power of discernment 
hitherto unsuspected, so that one is 
released from the old fossilized theor- 
ies that have neither Science nor com- 
mon sense to support them and learns 
to think clearly, connectedly and au- 
thoritatively, first on the Scriptures 
themselves, and then on every phase 
of human experience. In this way one 
finds self-government, and self-gov- 
ernment brings authority with it— the 
authority which comes from right 
thinking. It was of this kind of au- 
thority. as illustrated in the life of 
the Master thut it was written on one 
occasion that the spectators were 
"amazed,” und questioned among 
themselves, saying, “What thing is 
this? Wlmt new doctrine is this? For 
with authority conunundeth he even 
the unclean spirits und they do obey 
him.”

stress, any more than the gods of 
mythology satisfied the ancients. The 
gods of mythology represented a per- 
fectly serious effort on the part of 
mankind to personnlize their sense of 
deity, and to make each imaginary 
personality the highest and most per- 
fect expression of a given human at- 
tribute, which they then proceeded to 
worship. This is called polytheism. 
The Israelites repudiated the notion 
of many personalities and concentrat- 
ed their worship on the one invisible 
personality. This is called monothe- 
ism, but it must be remembered that 
to some extent God still appeared to 
them to be the glorified expression of 
human attributes, and even today 
Christendom awaits release from this 
limited and corporeal sense of God. 

God 

In Christian Science it becomes ap- 
parent that not human attributes, 
even the best of them, constitute God, 
but that, on the contrary, the divine 
Mind is self-existent,, and the human 
mind knows nothing truly about life 
until it begins to discard its own ma- 
terial limitations and to acquaint it- 
self intelligently with his divine Mind 
or Spirit. • 

“God is Spirit,” said the great Way- 
shower, “and they that worship Him 
must worship Him in spirit and in 
truth.” Now, Spirit is one of the 
seven synonymous terms used to de- 
note God, and Christian Science 
shows that there is scriptural author- 
ity for these seven terms. 

In each one we find the pure 
thought gem, not requiring any set- 
ting in which to be exhibited, but re- 
vealing itself more and more as a 
complete idea, satisfying while yet un- 
fathomable, simple, yet profound. 

“Mind, Spirit. Soul, Principle, Life, 
Truth, Love.” If we take each one of 
these terms and study it thoughtfully, 
we find ourselves being lifted into a 
nearer and truer sense of God. The 
effort to gain this clearer vision, 
looking away from the human to the 
divine, is the prayer of faith in Chris- 
tian Science, and this prayer is an- 
swered in tiie harmony, health, and 
peace that it brings. We can see then 
that we do not need another human 
being, whether in the guise of priest or 
doctor, to take care of our spiritual 
or physical welfare for us. Indeed 
they cannot do so. We must work out 
our own salvation. 

Source of Human Falsities 
Now touching these human theories 
about man and his origin, all of which 
are permeated with a great deal of 
hopelessness and despair, because of 
their insistence on materialism as the 
basis of life, and evil as an inescap- 
able law, Mrs. Eddy writes In 
Science and Health” (p. 489), “The 
corporeal senses are the only source of 
evil or error.” This is a very pro- 
found statement, and like all really 
profound statements it simplifies 
things enormously. It is a hopeless 
thing to think of evil as some kind of 
diabolical intelligence with which we 
can never expect to cope — but if its 
source is traceable to the corporeal 
senses, w know we can cope with 
them if we care to take the trouble. 

I keep under my body,” said Paul 
“and bring it into subjection,” and 
what an example of freedom and self 
government we have in him. 

We may study the writings of Plato, 
Plotinus, Thomas Aquinas, Bishop 
Berkeley and others, and we may gain 
a sense that matter is not the self- 
existent thing it appears to be, and 
we shall find that modern, scientific 
research upholds this position. But 
we shall not in this way have ad- 
vanced far along the road which leads 
to Jesus' statement, “The flesh profit- 
eth nothing,” or Mrs. Eddy’s definition 
of matter to be mortal mind, illusion, 
the opposite of Truth. It is compara- 
tively easy to see that the so-called 
properties of matter are qualities of 
thought, hut it is quite another thing 
to gain the spiritual perception that 
matter-thoughts are illusion or noth- 
ingness. All sin and disease are trace- 
able to this illusion regarding matter, 
and Christian Science teaches that 
disease is not a law of God, neither is 
it a law of matter, hut that it is mor- 
tal mind that causes disease, und mor- 
tal mind that needs to lie corrected. 
It was Jesus’ understanding of this 
fact that gave his mission on earth 
such startling significance. With his 
clear spiritual vision he taught men 
the simplicity of the truth and healed 
all kinds of diseases, treating them as 
the results of false belief. Finally he 
faced the durkest phase that human 
experience can offer — a cruel death 
witli every man’s hand against him — 
and triumphed completely over it in 
the experience known as tiie resurrec- 
tion, thereby annulling death — mat- 
ter’s strongest claim. This was his 
atonement -the proof of man’s scien- 
tific unity with God — his at-one-ment 
witli divine Mind. 

J esiiN No Ascetic 

What then does bringing tiie body 
“into subjection” really mean? Does 
it mean treating it with asceticism 



and contempt, and like St. Francis 
referring to it as “my brother, the 
ass?” Such a position may, no doubt, 
be achieved by an effort of will, but 
is It the scientific way along which 
Jesus of Nazareth was the first to 
tread? There is nothing to show thaf 
Jesus was an ascetic. On the con- 
trary, he seems to have been a very 
normal person in all matters to do 
with eating, drinking, clothing and 
resting, though no one will deny tha: 
he was the most unselfed man that 
ever lived. 

What to the ascetic appeared to be 
temptations to sin, to Jesus were 
symbols of the divine providence — the 
temporary food and clothing which 
are needed by mortals in the tran- 
sition stage from the purely material 
sense of supply to that condition of 
spiritual understanding which can say 
in the Masters’ words, "I have meat 
to eat that ye know not of.” He knew 
that the real health, the real food, and 
the real clothing of the real man came 
from Mind alone, and that the under- 
standing of this fact brings now an 
abundance of blessings. 

But while Jesus was tolerant and 
friendly towards a normal sense of 
good, so distinct from the abnormal 
and self-righteous sense of it enter- 
tained by the Pharisees, which he again 
and again rebuked, he was not toler- 
ant towards what mortals are accus- 
tomed to consider a normal sense of 
evil, such as sin, disease, or death are. 

These things he saw to be the out- 
oome of a misguided thought, lost In 
the darkness of materialism, led on by 
will-o’-the-wisp — a false sense of 
good. 

When apealed to by a sufferer, he 
recognized this turning to him to he 
an awakening out of the mesmerism 
of sensuality, and in clear terms he 
encouraged the wrestler with “Ac- 
cording to your faith he it unto you.” 
He knew it required faith to turn 
away from the body, and one can see 
how the sufferer’s thought looking 
away from the evidences of disease 
and sin and limitation to something 
higher, caught from him the divine 
light and found instantly what it 
sought. Neither health laws, nor 
physical disabilities, nor temptations 
could withstand this demonstration of 
the Christ, God’s presence and omni- 
potence. For that is what the Christ 
is — the communicator of good, of 
health, purity, holiness, to men. Now 
we do not hear what anyone is saying 
to us if our thought is busy with 
something else, neither can we re- 
ceive the Christ communication if we 
are wholly preoccupied with self and 
the body. Therefore bringing the 
body into subjection really means, not 
starving and bullying it, but dropping 
it out of thought — mentally rising su- 
perior to the illusive suggestions of 
pleasure or pain in matter — forgetting 
self, and listening for God’s message 
to man of Life. Truth, and Love. 

Best Work of All 

Perhaps it is because we have be- 
come so absorbed in material occu- 
pations of one kind or another that 
we have come to think of Science, let 
alone Christian Science, as outside of 
our scope. There is something very 
satisfying about having, a lot of work 
to do, and the absence of work seems 
to create such a void in a man’s life 
that Stevenson once said of work that 
it was “God’s greatest gift to man.” 
But listen to this, 

“Labour not for the meat which per- 
isheth, but for that meat which en- 
dureth unto everlasting life, which 
the Son of Man shall give unto you: 
for him hath God the Father sealed. 

Then said they unto him. What 
shall we do that we might work the 
works of God? 

Jesus answered and said unto them, 
This is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on him whom he hath sent.’ 

Perhaps you have never thought 
of your work just in that light. The 
desk, the shop, the factory, the plough, 
the pulpit, whatever your particular 
task may be, have kept you fully oc- 
cupied. But they, so far from being 
your real work, may sometimes be 
no more than your excuse for not do- 
ing this work that Jesus outlined. 
What is it to ‘believe on him whom 
he hath sent”? It must mean more 
than mere acquiescence, as one might 
say “I believe there is a North Pole.” 
It must surely mean to grasp the 
spiritual idea of manhood which Jesus 
presented and to stop thinking of man 
as a fallen being — a sick and sinning 
mortal. “Cease ye from man whose 
breath is in his nostrils,” says the 
Bible. 

If some fruit that is good to eat and 
some that is poisonous is set before 
you, you eat the good and reject the 
bad. Your belief expresses itself in 
action and so it should always do. 

The truth about God and man is set 
before us in Christian Science and we 
can understand it and demonstrate it. 
Christian Science reveals to us that 
we have omnipotence close at hand 
and all around us giving authority 
to our every thought and action that 
is in line with truth. In the text- 
book of Christian Science we have 
the scientific rule, which Jesus prom- 
ised should be given, enabling us to 
correct our thinking and to put the 
truth in the place of the lie, as he did 
centuries ago. 

Proofs Not Perfunctory 

How is one to know that one is es- 
caping from materialism and really 
grasping the spiritual idea of manhood 
which Jesus demonstrated? Here is 
the answer from the Bible: — “These 
signs (proofs) shall follow them that 
believe; in my name shalt they cast 
out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly tiling, it 
shall not hurt them; they shall iuy 
hands on the sick, und they shall re- 
cover.” 

These then are to be the proofs 
that we have a right understanding 
of Life. Not, you will observe, the oc- 
cupancy of positions of prominence 
not the wearing of llile raiment, not 
wealth and popularity, hut the cast- 
ing out of devils (where are these 
devils, or evils, if not in our own 
thoughts?), speaking with new 
tongues (not being afraid to voice l he 
truth), handling of serpents (showing 
up deceit), immunity from poison, and 
the healing of the sick. 

Most people will say thut they were 
never taught thut these things were 
any part of their duty as a Christian, 
regular attendance ut church being 
regarded as an adequte sign follow 
ChrUtin belief. Consulting a recent 
commentary on this pussuge i timi 


these words: “The gift of inirncles 
was given to assist the diffusion of the 
gospel at the very first. When Chris- 
tianity was firmly planted, the gift of 
miracles was withdrawn.” Could any 
statement be more misleading than 
this? It surely has not a particle of 
foundation. To begin with, Jesus 
never used the word “miracles.” /He 
said these “signs” or “proofs” shall 
follow them that believe. And again, 
he never hinted that there would be 
a time limit to these proofs. It is 
more correct to say that these proofs 
have been withdrawn than it is to 
say that there is a time limit to the 
fact that 2 X 2 = 4 or to such in- 
ventions as the telephone or the elec- 
tric light. The only difficulty there is 
about the healing work is the diffi- 
culty we have in understanding God. 
How else can we know that we un- 
derstand God except we have proofs 
of His omnipotence and omnipresence? 
it is not intellectual procifiency that 
Is needed for the making of these 
proofs, but the unselflng of thought 
through purity, humility, and affec- 
tion, — the advancing stages of self- 
government. 

Based on Rules 

The healing work in Christian 
Science is not just an exhibition of 
blind faith in the supernatural, or 
in some divine Interposition. It Is 
based on certain rules derived from 
the Master himself. His treatment, 
sometimes unspoken, but more often, 
according to the narrative, spoken, 
almost invariably resulted in com- 
plete and instantaneous healing. This 
is the kind of healing that need to be 
restored today — not the groping and 
experimental methods of materia 
medica, not the blind reliance on a 
good person, a good place, or a good 
thing, which sometimes produces the 
same kind of faith-healing that drugs 
produce — but the Christ method, 
which turns the sufferer’s thought to 
Him “who healeth all they diseases 
. . . who crowneth thee with loving 
kindness and tender mercies,” In other 
words, to his divine Principle, God. 
What a waste of time it is trying to 
locate a diabolical intelligence, in a 
tiny germ, equipped with a body so 
small that you cannot see it, when 
the truth is that neither a germ nor 
any other suppositional manifestation 
of evil, or disease, can influence In 
the smallest degree a mind- that has 
gained the secret of self-government. 
This secret brings detachment from 
the current fears and alarms, either 
in regard to health, property or social 
conditions, and places us mentally 
where, in the poet’s words. 

‘neither evil tongues, 

Rash judgments, nor the sneers of 
selfish men. 

Nor greetings where no kindness is, 
nor all 

The dreary intercourse of daily life 
Shall e’er prevail against us or dis- 
turb 

Our cheerful faith, that all which 
we behold 

Is full of blessings.” 

The demonstration we are to make 
in Christian Science is that sin and 
disease have no power because they 
have no mind, and that we, as chil- 
dren of the one Mind, can overcome 
these false beliefs through Christ, of 
whom Paul writes that, if we look to 
him, he “Shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like unto his 
glorious body.” 

Fallacy of Medicine 
A fond delusion that seems to be 
gaining currency nowadays is that 
the health of the community may be 
improved through the systematic ap- 
plication of medical methods to the 
individual citizen. It is as if we were 
to become so much live stock awaiting 
the market — to be sold to the high- 
est bidder. 

"What is a man,” asks Hamlet, 

“If his chief good and market of his 
time 

Be but to sleep and feed? a beast, 
no more.” 

There is something peculiarly ab- 
horrent to most people in the notion 
that health is an animal property, de- 
pendent on matter. Have we not seen 
over and over again that man, re- 
garded as a healthy animal, will be 
betrayed by animality. Samson would 
he a good illustration of this, and 
Hercules another. Both of them were 
brought to disaster by animality, the 
very thing that the doctors would call 
good health. Christian Science gives 
us back the right idea of man as the 
spiritual image and likeness of God, 
and not merely a healthy animal. 

Christian Scientists have no quarrel 
with the doctors but they do believe 
that the notion that in order to un- 
derstand health you must be a student 
of disease, has proved fallacious and 
very costly to the community. You 
might as well expect a gardner to 
spend his time studying weeds. In- 
vestigation of disease has enormously 
increased the number of diseases. The 
study of health means the contempla 
tion of that which is governed by law, 
and law Is spiritual. The raising of 
the standard of living has improved 
health conditions and will continue 
to do so, but this is due to common 
sense and a higher morality, not to 
drugs or innoeulation. 

We are told in the Bible of one king, 
who “sought not to the Lord, but to 
the physiciuns,” indicating that it was 
a matter of reproach that he did not 
seek his health from God. If that were 
the general thought to-day, we should 
not have such an enormous and costly 
system In our midst as that known 
as “materia medica,” and undoubtedly 
great numbers of those unselfish 
workers whose motive Is to alleviate 
the sufferings of Immunity would not 
be seeking to cure muteriul belief with 
drugs und hypnotism, hut would bo 
Christian Scientists enlisted to les- 
son sin, disease, and (loath, in the 
Christ way, the way that Jesus taught 
on the shores of Galilee. 

Only One Author!!} 

We should never let ourselves he 
lulled into u false sense of security 
by statistics, or the statement thut all 
the authorities are agreed. A recent 
writer in dealing with this lutter con- 
tention humorously remarks: “When 
I am told that all authorities agree, 
I fuel certain thut one of them has 
blundered, und the rest have followed 
him without enquiry.” 

Again, the argument thut things 
have always been so, is no urgument 
in their fuvour. Antiquity does not 
add veneruhility to fulse belief. The 
fact that they found loaded dice in 
Pompeii does not muke cheutiug a

right thing. The only authority for 
Christians is Christ Jesus, and his 
teachings are independent of time or 
place. “Before Abraham was, I am.” 
“Lo, I am with you alway.” 

Therefore they must be scientific 
and they must be the only test which 
can safely be applied to all the mod- 
ern so-called sciences. If the latter 
do not stand that test, then they be- 
come as Paul said, “oppositions of 
science falsely so called.” 

You see how inevitably we are 
thrown hack on to Christ Jesus for 
our authority in all matters. His 
kingship stands because it is impos- 
sible that any human authority can 
ever supersede it. We are safe if we 
hold to him, and Christian Science 
does not ask us to swerve one hair’s 
breadth from his teaching. Instead 
it confirms it and reinforces it at 
every point. We should ask ourselves 
whether, like the captain of a ship, 
we are steering our course according 
to the chart that he mapped out. or 
whether we are mere pleasure sailors 
going anywhere that the caprice of 
the moment suggests. 

True Self-Government 
Self-government does not, of course, 
mean just having yor own way in 
everything. “Man is properly self- 
governed,” writes Mrs. Eddy (“Science 
and Health,” p. 106), “only when he 
is guided rightly and governed by his 
Maker, divine Truth and Love.” 

To the degree that a man finds the 
truth in Christian Science, the law 
of God enters into his heart, and he 
becomes a representative of Principle. 
Basing his life on the first command- 
ment and the Golden Rule he finds 
himself naturally impelled to uphold 
law and order and to aid in the ejec- 
tion of disorder or lawlessness. He 
becomes more compassionate and wil- 
ling to share his new found freedom 
with those who are suffering from a 
false sense of law, that is, from dis- 
ease or sin, or limitation. He knows 
that what has healed him can heal 
others and he gladly brings to their 
notice the fact that the Christ method 
of healing is here on earth to-day. and 
that it is to be found embodied in the 
text-book “Science and Health,” to 
which all may have access. It would 
probably be correct to say that more 
healing of disease and sin has resulted 
from the study of this book than from 
any other known method. 

Let us never lose sight of the fact 
that it is our absolute right to wor- 
ship God in the way that seems best 
to us, our right to seek health in any 
direction that we please, provided that 
we do not trespass on the equal rights 
of others in so doing. Any attempted 
infringement on this right, whether 
mental or physical, compulsory re- 
ligion or compulsory medicine, will 
not he tolerated in this age. 

In conclusion, let me recite to you 
the short prayer given by Mrs. Eddy 
to Christian Scientists for their daily 
use (Manual, p. 41): — 

“‘Thy kingdom come;’ let the reign 
of divine Truth, Life, and Love he es- 
tablished in me, and rule out of me all 
sin; and may Thy Word enrich the 
effections of all mankind, and govern 
them.” 

True self-government first, and then 
the government of all mankind 
through "Thy Word.” 

May not each of us, however feeble 
and Inadequate our footsteps have 
been hitherto, take up from to-day 
this vital question of self-government, 
and find the true method in Christian 
Science. 

To quote the words of John Rob- 
inson, original pastor to the Pilgrim 
Fathers, “When Christ reigns, and 
not till then, will the world have 
peace.”

TAKE NO ACTION 

Aldermen Decide II Is Inexpedient to Stop 
Proposed Factory Near Cabot Park 


After a week of conferences and ne- 
gotiations and many hours of hard 
work on the part of the officials of the 
Newtonville and Newton Improvement 
Associations in raising funds, to pre- 
vent the erection of a factory build- 
ing adjoining Cabot Park in Newton- 
ville by the Security Mills, the final 
show-down came at the meeting of the 
aldermen on Monday night, and the 
final decision of that board refusing to 
take any action in the matter. 

The board transacted a little routine 
business and then recessed to allow a 
select committee of Aldermen Harri- 
man, Nichols and Phipps to confer with 
the interested parties. When the com- 
mittee returned the board went into the 
committee of the whuio for another 
hour and on reopening the regular 
session, the report of the committee 
of the whole that It was inexpedient 
to take action was adopted by a voice 
vote . 

It was rumored that citize is of .New- 
tonville and Newton had subscribed or 
underwritten substantially $6,000 to- 
wards the damages alleged to have 
been received by the Security Mills, 
that the Company at first demanded 
$31,000 damages but later came down 
to $21,000, and that evidence had been 
produced that these damages ought not 
to exceed $15,000 and might be as low 
as $10,000. It was the hope of the citi- 
zens interested that the city might take 
the land under eminent domain and 
pay whatever damages might be 


awarded or agreed upon In excess of 
the $6,000 raised by popular subscrip- 
tion. 

Alderman Blake was the only mem- 
ber absent. 

Mayor Childs sent in a statement 
that the proposed three weeks vacation 
ordinance would only entail an addi- 
tional expense of about $25 and the 
ordinance was subsequently passed 
with Aldermen Carter and Nichols the 
only members opposed. 

The Mayor also requested an ap- 
propriation of $200 towards the ex- 
pense of the convention of the Ameri- 
can Library Association, on which no 
action was taken as the city solicitor

advised that such appropriation was 
illegal. 

The appointment of Thomas M. Kiley 
as a weigher of coal was confirmed.

Commonwealth Ave., 
and Charles W. Blackett, JefTerson St., 
a truck license to Gaetano Volente, 
permit to remove Edison poles on No- 
nantum street, and a third-class liquor 
license to T. Frank Willey of Lincoln 
street.

Henry Roberts 
wanted a taxi cab license, the Gas Co. 
permits to open up Fisher Avenue. 
Woodard street, and Carlton road, and 
Fred N. Balsor wanted a private ga- 
rage on Hancock street.

Thirty-first Year 


Rev. Herbert W. Gates, D. D., of 
Newton Centre, has been chosen as Di- 
rector of the Community School of 
Religious Education to be established 
next year in the Newtonville Congrega- 
tional Church by the Norumbega Dis- 
trict Sunday School Association. 

Dr. Gates is the Missionary Educa- 
tion Secretary of the Congregational 
Board. He has had much experience 
in the work of a Community School of 
this type, having been Director for six 
years of such a school in Rochester. 
N. Y.. and for one year of the School at 
Brockton, Mass. Dr. Gates will teach 
two courses, “The Old Testament,” and 
“Methods for Young People.” 

The Community School is the founda- 
tion stone for a community program of 
religious education. Speaking recent- 
ly before the Norumbega District An- 
nual Convention, Dr. Gates said, “Edu- 
cation is essential not only to the con- 
tinuance of civilization and our social 
institutions, but even more vitally to 
their development and improvement. 
The type of education that will give us 
the leadership that we need, in the 
present chaotic and unsettled condition 
of affairs, will be that which not only 
passes on to the child the achievements 
of the past, but also develops in him 
the spiritual vision, the habit of clear 
thinking, the resourceful and effective 
action tli:.t will enable him to take the 
inheritance of the past and improve 
upon it. 

“Above all, education must not be 
deadening, but inspiring. It must not 
merely give information regarding 
facts, but it must create attitudes of 
interest and loyalty. These results are 
to be secured through an educative 
process in which the child shares in 
the activities of the program. This 
means that he should have opportun- 
ity to exercise initiative, to make plans, 
as well as to carry out plans made by 
others, and we must get more of this 
into the work of the church. 

“A type of education which is neces- 
sary for today must have in it the 
spirit and impulse of religion. There 
is only one basis upon which the vex- 
ing problems of capital and labor, of 
national and international relations 
can be settled and stay settled; that is 
upon the basis of Chrisian principle, 
the practice of good will among men. 

“The type of education described is 
complex and delicate. This fact and 
its vital importance indicate the neces- 
sity for trained leadership. The thor- 
ough training required for this task 
can be adequately furnished by very 
few churches working alone. It is a 
matter that calls for co-operation and 
the pooling of resources. Such co-op- 
eration, moreover, is necessary in order 
that we may be prepared to think and 
work together upon other matters that 
are vital to the progress of Christian 
civilization, such as weekday religious 
instruction, community Sunday Schools 
with adequate equipment and pro- 
grams. At present we are merely play- 
ing with the situation, and until we 
unite our resources, we are not likely 
to make any very remarkable prog- 
ress.” 


Hot weather if accompanied by fre- 
quent rains is very favorable for the 
development of weeds. If the weather 
becomes very dry, garden crops will 
begin to suffer from drought. Either 
of these conditions requires frequent 
and thorough cultivation in the garden. 
All competition between vegetables and 
weeds for plant food and moisture 
should be entirely prevented by de- 
stroying the weeds almost before they 
appear above the surface of the ground. 

Already backyard gardeners every- 
where are resorting to the garden hose 
because there have been two weeks of 
comparatively dry weather. This is a 
very bad practice, except among plants 
such ns strnwberries that cannot be 
tilled. There is no plot of land that is 
yet so dry that plenty of moisture is 
not available if proper tillage has been 
given. Breaking up the surface layer 
of the soil with the cultivator or hoe 
destroys the capillarity in that layer 
and leaves it ns a dust mulch which 
prevents the escape of moisture from 
the soil below. 

To be effective in retaining moisture, 
it is obvious that the cultivating must 
be done before the moisture escapes. 
As soon after every rain as the soil 
becomes dry enough to work, it should' 
be thoroughly tilled. Cultivation 
should be repeated at least once in ten 
days even though no rain occurs in the 
meantime. 

If drought persists for several more 
weeks, it will then be time to use the 
hose. When this is done, it should be 
done thoroughly, applying enough 
water to soak the soil to a depth of two 
inches, just as would occur after a day 
of gentle rain fall. Frequent light sur- 
face sprinklings which so many gar- 
deners are in the habit of giving their 
gardens and lawns, do much more 
harm than good. The water does not 
reach the roots and there is a ten- 
dency to attract the fine rootlets to the 
surface where Ihey are quickly with- 
ered by the heat and sun. Enough 
yrater should be put on at one time to 
last a week. In order to make this 
possible thorough tillage should follow 
the use of the hose.

The body of Earl J. Reinhalter, the 
former bugler of C Co., 101st Infantry 
A. E. F., and who died in France in 
December, 191S, was brought to his 
home in West Newton on. Monday of 
this week. Tuesday morning it was 
taken to the state armory on Wash- 
ington street where it laid in state, 
guarded by a detail of men from Co. 
H, until yesterday afternoon when it 
was taken to his former home, 44 Hen- 
shaw street West Newton. This 
morning following prayers at the house 
the body was taken to St. Bernard’s 
church. West Newton, where the for- 
mal services were held. (An account 
of this service will be given in our 
next issue) 

Mr. Reinhalter was a popular mem 
her of his company and regiment. He 
was a veteran of the Mexican Border 
campaign in 1916 serving as a bugler 
•in Company C, 5th Mass. Infantry. 
When the 5th am’ 9th Infantry were 
merged at Framingham in 1917, he was 
transferred to the new unit, the 101st 
U. S. Infantry. With that organization 
he sailed for France in September, 
1917, and served in every engagement 
with the 26th Division up to the Ar- 
mistice. Less than a month after the 
cessation of hostilities, he was taken 
ill with pneumonia, contracted from 
exposure during the last battle in the 
Argonne, and he died a few days later 
in a base hospital.

A study of the roll cnlls held during 
the session shows how each representa- 
tive from Newton voted on the 
various matters deemed important 
enough for a roll call, viz 

On the hill to allow counties to pay 
its employees who served In the world 
war. the difference between the pay 
they received from the Federal govern- 
ment and what they would have re- 
ceived had they remained in the ser- 
vice of the county. Representative Ear- 
ly and Brimblecom voted in favor. 
Representative Rice in opposition. 

On the hill to pay the $100 bonus 
to the Yeomen (F). the same division 
took place. 

On the motion to substitute a hill 
for an adverse report of the committee 
on further limiting hours of labor, Mr. 
Early and Mr. Rice voted ,No, Mr. Brim- 
blecom was not recorded. 

On the hill to allow workmen’s com- 
pensation to begin at an earlier period 
than is now the law. Mr. Early voted 
Yes, Mr. Brimblecom No, and Mr. Rice 
was not recorded. 

On the hill to require equal pay for 
men and women teachers ( in Boston, 
Mr. Early and Mr. Rice voted No, Mr. 
Brimblecom Yes. 

On five different roll calls affecting 
the bill to allow voluntary associations 
to sue and to be sued, all three Newton 
representatives voted in favor of the 
bill. 

On the bill to relieve street railways 
of the excise tax, Mr. Early and Mr. 
Brimblecom voted Yes, Mr. Rice No. 

All three representatives voted to- 
gether on bills for censorship of mov- 
ing pictures, to extend the Volstead act 
to Massachusetts, for a state constabu 
lary. against a new commission to ap 
portion the cost of the Springfield 
bridge and in favor of granting more 
time to the special committee investi- 
gating county institutions. 

It is interesting to note that on the 
last day of the session the House had 
14 roll' calls on various measures and 
motions. 

Some interesting facts were given 
the members from Middlesex county 
at a recent luncheon regarding 
the military situation in the state. Lt. 
Col. G. M. Langdon said that the Na- 
tional Guard, which has succeeded the 
old style militia, is under the control 
of the Federal government and the 
entire expense of equipment, suste- 
nance, wages, maintenance and travel 
is paid by the nation. The state main- 
tains the arm'ories and officers’ 
schools and a few small details. The 
men are paid $1.65 per day and are 
required to serve not less than forty- 
eight nor more than sixty days in 
each year. The National Guard solves 
the difficulty experienced in past 
years where there was no authority to 
send the men outside the state in one 
case and outside the country in an- 
other. 

Another important change in the 
line of increased efficiency is the 
method of selecting officers. In form- 
er years the officers were elected by 
ballot of the members of the com- 
pany. Now applicants for commis- 
sions state what kind of service they 
prefer and are then examined men- 
tally. physically and technically. If 
qualified, the name is placed on the 
eligible list, from which appointments 
are made by the commanding officer 
and commissions given by the Gover- 
nor. The appointment, however, must 
be recognized by the War Department 
at Washington before it is final. 

Massachusetts is authorized to raise 
a guard of 7942 men, of which 6340 
are now in service. We are entitled 
to five regiments of infantry, three 
regiments of field artillery, one of 
cavalry, an ammunition train and 
some form of air service.

AN OPPORTUNITY 


Years ago a noted Spanish explorer 
went in search of the Fountain of 
Youth, the waters of which, he thought, 
could make men young again. He 
died without finding what he looked 
for. Yet today we see about us men 
who seem to have some power of keep- 
ing their youth. The naturalist, 
John Burroughs, though an old man, 
was young in spirit up to the time of 
his death; and Thomas Edison, at 
seventy-four, is still vigorous and 
capable. 

Men of that kind keep young by re- 
fusing to knock off work. They have 
always a few more things that they 
want to do before they turn over the 
work to younger hands. That spirit 
has made them successful. Years ago 
Edison made himself famous, but he 
did not stop there, for he realized that 
no man is successful unless he sets 
himself a goal and makes headway 
toward reaching it. If one goal is 
reached, he must set himself another. 

The mere holding of a good job is 
not success; it is not even worth living 
for unless we have some ambition be- 
yond it. Just as the airplane begins 
to fall as soon as it stops going ahead, 
we begin to slip backward when our 
ambition no longer urges us forward. 

Abraham Lincoln was a man who 
understood that law. He might have 
earned food and clothing all his life as 
a rail splitter; but he was not that 
kind. He studied everything that he 
could find which would help him in 
his work. He studied geometry from 
start to finish because that subject, he 
believed, would get him into the habit 
of thinking logically and of reducing 
his ideas to simple words which anyone 
could understand. 

This month many boys and girls of 
our Newton Schools will graduate. 
Some will go to higher schools of 
learning in the fall. Others must go 
to work now in order to help increase 
the family income. For these boys and 
girls this is written especially. They 
can get positions possibly vhich bring 
fairly good returns now. These, with- 
out extra work and study outside of 
business hours, will tend to prove 
“dead-end jobs.” 

There are hundreds who stop try- 
ing. Each of them picks out a posi- 
tion that he can fill and spends the 
rest of his life filling it. 

When Columbus proposed sailing 
around the world, most of his neigh 
bors, including the king’s advisers, 
said, ‘You can’t.’ But he did. When 
Fulton proposed building jl steamboat, 
everyone said, ‘You can’t.’ Fulton let 
them talk; he built a steamboat. 

If the world in general laughs at 
your attempts to go ahead and says, 
“You can’t” do what Columbus and 
Fulton and Lincoln and Edison did — 
challenge the world to prove it! 

Success depends upon the individual.

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EDITORIAL 


The decision of the board of alder- 
men to take no action In regard to the 
erection of a large knitting mill on 
land adjoining Cabot park. Newton- 
ville. is most unfortunate, in our opin- 
ion. for the future of the city. The 
problem is admittedly, a hard one to 
solve, and yet we believe it should 
have been viewed from the standpoint 
of 25 years hence, rather than from 
that of the present day. 

There are many elements in the sit- 
uation which ought not to have been 
allowed to enter. There have been 
bad mistakes of judgment on both sides 
leading to an exorbitant demand for 
damages by the mill people, — a demand 
which we do not believe would have 
been allowed by a jury, had the aider- 
men taken the land under the power 
of eminent domain. 

The failure to adopt a zoning ordi- 
nance. and the grant of . a permit to 
connect the proposed factory building 
with the sewer in Munroe street at a 
less grade than usual, (this action leav- 
ing been taken about month ago) 
place some responsibility on the part 
of the city government which ought to 
have been met by accepting the con- 
tributions raised by the residents of 
the vicinity and taking the land for 
park or playground purposes. With 
this lesson so well learned, there should 
be no delay in passing a zoning ordi- 
nance so that “it never can happen 
again.”

The action of the board in the Se- 
curity Mills case is a great disappoint- 
ment to the officers of the Newtonville 
and Newton Improvement associations 
who have worked hard the past week 
in raising funds for a contribution to- 
wards the land damages, if the city 
was to seize the property. About $6000 
had been pledged or underwritten thru 
the efforts of President Harry D. Cabot, 
and Albert M. Lyon. M. W. Murray 
and Frederick Frederickson of the New- 
tonville Association and Mr. Herbert 
G. Pratt and Frederick W. Stone of the 
Newton Association. 

It is a matter Ci regret that the 
aldermen could not quite reach a two 
thirds’ vote and pass the gasolene per- 
mit for the Jennev Co. at the corner 
of Walnut and Beacon street over the 
veto of the Mayor. With a clear ma- 
jority of the aldermen, backed by the 
favorable opinion of the Planning 
Board and of two village improvement 
associations, the average citizen will 
probably believe that the best interests 
of the city would be secured if the per- 
mit had been granted. 

The action of the carpenters’ ui i n 
in accepting the reduced rate of 0 
cents an hour is most gratifying a 1 d 
leads to the hope that it may be pos- 
sible in the near future to make some 
progress towards meeting the pressing 
need for additional housing.

A continuation meeting to consider 
this subject further will be held on 
Monday evening. June 20th, in the Bap- 
tist Church at 7.30 P. M.

“Among the Ne\v Books” is the bend- 
ing used by the Springfield Library for 
some of the more worth while hooks. 
Among pome of their recent reviews 
are the following: 

HERBERT HOOVER— Among the 
men whom the World War brought 
into popular notice none has aroused 
a wider Interest than Herbert Hoover. 
Mr. Hoover’s professional reputation 
was made long before, but the aver- 
age person know’s little of mining engi- 
neers. however eminent they may he In 
their own field. There is an element 
of romance in the work of an engi- 
neer; he is liable to travel in strange 
regions and to do unusual things. Mr. 
Hoover has had experiences in remote 
parts of the world — Australia, China, 
Burma. — and all of these lend color to 
the story of his life as told by Hose 
Wilder Lane in “The Making of Her- 
bert Hoover.” It is a story such as we 
like to think typical of America, that 
of the hoy without w’ealth or influence, 
but endowed 1 w’ith ideals, energy, and 
determination, w’ho w’orks his way 
through college and goes out to con- 
quer the world — and succeeds. There 
is the happy, character-forming child- 
hood in the quiet Quaker home; the 
four years at Stanford University, 
learning not only from books but from 
teachers and students; then the -be- 
ginning of the mining career that had 
from tlie first attracted him. So young 
w r as he when he first held important 
positions that real effort w f as needed 
to conceal the fact. His genius for or- 
ganization proved so valuable That his 
business life was a seriqs of successes, 
one important post succeeding another 
as his fame spread. He had an ex* 
citing time in China during the Boxer 
uprising. It seems prophetic of his 
future activities that when Tien-Tseu 
was besieged he should have taken 
charge of the scanty food supply, gath- 
ering up all that w*as available and ra- 
tioning it. Not all Americans realize 
at w’ha-t a personal sacrifice Mr. Hoover 
took charge of the relief work for Bel- 
gium. or appreciate its extent, and in- 
tricacy. In spite of his being so quiet 
and unassuming. Mr. Hoover has many 
of the qualities of a popular hero, and 
these are well brought out in his life, 
which reads more like a tale of ro- 
mantic fiction than ' sober fact.

FOR AN IDLE HOUR— A pleasant 
companion for an idle hour is “Ad- 
ventures and Enthusiasm,” by E. V. 
Lucas. These little essays— most ot 
them are only three or four pages 
long — seem just chance thoughts and 
fancies such as might occur to an ac- 
tive mind looking out at a world 
which is “full of a number of things.” 
The art, of course, is in the style; and 
a most attractive and friendly style it 
is. Mr. Lucas takes the reader into his 
confidence and shares with him small 
adventures, passing impressions, likes 
and dislikes. He considers the quali- 
ties of the perfect guest, the disadvan- 
tages of possessions, why ferrymen 
are not cheerful, and the sad lot of 
porters, who while helping others to 
travel, cannot go for a holiday tnem 
selves. He discourses delightfully on 
Hans Christian Anderson, whom he 
considers the true Wizard of the 
North. He tells of quaint old publica- 
tions that he has stumbled upon 
and particularly of one. “The elegant, 
girl.” In spite of its title this book, 
which w r as published in 1813, was in- 
tended for the improvement of the 
young as is shown by its sub-title, 
“Virtuous principles the true source 
of elegant manners.” It was illustrat- 
ed by a series of plates w’hich so seized 
upon Mr. Lucas’s fancy that he has re- 
produced them in this volume. His 
humorous depiction of telephone trials 
will awaken a responsive echo. “If ever 
a fairy godmofher appeared to me (but 
after all these years of postponement 
I can hardly hope for her) with the 
usual orfer of a granted wish. "I should 
think long before I hit upon anything 
better to ask for than the restoration 
of all the time I had spent with my 
own telephone at my ear waiting to be 
answered. The ordinary delays can be 
lung enough, but for true foretastes of 
eternity you must sit at the instru- 
ment while some one is being fetched 
from a distant part of the building. 
This is a foretaste not only of eternity 
but of perdition, for there is nothing 
to do; and to have nothing to do is to 
be damned. If you had a hook by you, 
you could not read it, for your thoughts 
are not free to wander; all that you 
are mentally capable of is to speculate 
on the progress of the messenger to the 
person who is wanted, and the probable 
stages of his journey to the receiver. 
In this employment, minutes, hours, 
days, weeks even, seem to drag their re- 
luctant length along.” Y-L962&

OLD CARLYLE HOUSE 

F SURPASSING interest, because 
of its unmatched historical associa- 
tions, is the venerable home of John 
Carlyle, who came to America us col- 
lector of customs for the British 
Crown. 

It is located near the Potomac river 
In Alexandria, Virginia, which settle- 
ment was at that time a sort of Amer- 
ican headquarters for the British em- 
pire. It was built in 1752, on top of 
an old fort which It is thought was 
constructed about the year 1000. 

Solidly built of cut stone which it 
is believed was brought from England, 
the walls of this two-story-and-base- 
ment house are wonderfully well pre- 
served and much of the Interior fur- 
nishings remain but little unchanged 
from the days when this was the 
scene of much old-fashioned hospital- 
ity. 

In the hallway stands u slender, 
grandfather’s clock which for more 
than a century recorded the passing 
of time. Upstairs is the ancient eun- 
opy bed, so high that a step was nec- 
essary to enable one to comfortably 
climb into it, in which slept General 
Braddock who was sent to this coun- 
try to take charge of the British for- 
ces during the French and Indian 
wars. 

It was in the blue-room of this man- 
sion that the celebrated and historic 
Council of tin* Governors of the Col- 
onies was held, which contributed so 
much to th»» growing discontent that 
later expressed itself In the Revolution- 
ary war. 

General George Washington fre- 
quently visited here and it is said 
that his commission as commander in 
chief of tlie Colonial army was 
handed to him in this house.

Ill Rll W OF HOUSEHOLD 
OCCUPATIONS 

The Newton Bureau of Household 
Occupations has had a busy year since 
it reopened in October. 1920. During 
the winter it has found work for many, 
both men and women. 

May 1st the list of active workers 
showed a force of 222. Of these 16 
were men, who are being given more 
or less constant employment Women 
for general work, seamstresses, nurse- 
girls, attendants, accommodating wait- 
resses and cooks by tin* day or single 
meal, cleaners, ami laundresses are 
some of the types of workers regis- 
tered. 

At the same date, our list of active 
employers was 373, of which number 
216 were registered for laundry or 
denning assistance. 

The office is open five mornings a 
week, and from 3d to 35 connections 
are usually made each week; that is. 
25 employers and 35 workers are put 
in touch with each other, 70 people 
being served. 

The Bureau seems to he filling a 
needed place in the community, and 
with longer existence will probably be 
able to meet the calls more efficiently

ARDEN NEWS STORY 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


Tlio following address wns given re- 
cently by Miss Mabel Bragg, assistant 
superintendent of schools of this city 
before the Woman’s Guild of the Sec- 
ond Church, West Newton. 

One of the most important results 
of the recent investigation into the 
physical condition of all the people is 
the fact that health education hns been 
very much neglected. Children have 
been allowed to grow to maturity with 
little attention to those remedial meas- 
ures. which taken in *eason and con- 
sistently followed will produce strong 
healthy men and women. 

This situation has been brought 
home to the people of this country so 
clearly that a nation wide movement 
has been inaugurated to stimulate a 
general health campaign. National, 
stnte, and local associations, as well ns 
state and federal governments are co- 
operating in working otit this problem. 

In most places the school and the 
home are working hand in hand to the 
end that children may he trained not

planned succession of crops or by Inter- "°" s but 11111 Permanent health habits 
planting. Early peas will he out of the 
way so that vines can be removed by 
July 1st. When rows are not too near 
together and soil is fertile, tomato 
plants can he set in every other space 
between rows. If well fertilized with 
manure or nitrate of soda, they will 
grow just as fast as they would by 
themselves and as soon as they really 
need more space the pea vines are 
pulled and out of the way. Cucumbers 
can also be started in the same man- 
ner. The second crop being started 
only between every other row leaves 
the other space between rows for pick- 
ing and doing other work with the 
peas. 

If soil is too poor to prevent inter- 
plant iug. peas and early beans can he 
followed by late beans, beets or cab- 
bage. after the vines of the first crop 
have been removed. Except in un- 
usually cool, moist soil, peas will not 
do well if planted after June 1st. They 
are a cool weather crop and become 
stunted and give very small yields if 
they are made to grow in hot, dry 
weather. 

Lettuce, radishes and spinach should 
be planted in small quantities at fre- 
quent intervals throughout the entire 
summer season. All of these vege- 
tables are at their best for only a short 
time and a good gardener should not 
he satisfied with products that have 
passed their most palatable stage, for 
by a little careful planting they can 
be had at their best all the time. 

There should be several plantings of 
beets up to July 15. The tops are al- 
ways fine for greens and the roots are 
never so good as when about two inch- 
es in diameter, especially if they are 
made to grow rapidly by heavy fertiliz- 
ation and frequent cultivation. 

The flea beetle which is the little, 
black, jumpion insect which has already 
begun to appear on tomatoes and pota- 
toes, cannot be killed by poison as it 
is a sucking insect. Neither can it lie 
destroyed by the use of contact insecti- 
cides because it moves about so rapidly 
that it is difficult to hit. The only 
means of control is by frequent spray- 
ing with Bordeaux Mixture or some 
prepared insecticide containing copper 
sulphate which acts as a repellant

The worth of any educational process 
is to be measured by its product. 
Health teaching in the school is suc- 
cessful to the degree that it conserves 
and promotes the health of the school 
child. The mere acquisition of inform 
mation, no matter howj important it 
may be. is worthless unless it leads to 
hygienic habits of living, a reserve 
force of energy, mental poise and all 
the other conditions involving happy 
robust health. This means that chil- 
dren who enter school in first class 
health should retain it, and those who 
are not in good condition should im- 
prove steadily so that at the end of 
every child’s school enreer he may be 
as nearly perfectly physically fit as 
possible. Such an achievement would 
contribute most effectively to the 
learning processes of the school. It 
would save much time and add to the 
happiness, efficiency and prosperity of 
the individual citizen, the home and 
the nation. 

Some of the best work in our schools 
this year has been done along the line 
of Health Education. The teachers 
have done a splendid piece of construc- 
tive work and are doing much to dem- 
onstrate the truth that better physical 
development, is needed and can be se- 
cured, on which to build for a finer, 
stronger mental development. 

The following program has consti- 
tuted the essential elements for work 
n the grades, the use of each agency 
varying somewhat according to the age 
of the children and the angle of attack. 

I. Measuring and weighing. 

II Co-operation from school physi- 
cian and nurse, parents, dentists, and 
family physicians. 

TIL Teaching health habits. 

Rules of the Game of the Child 
Health Organization 

1. A full bath more than once a 
week. 

2. Brushing the teeth at least once 
every day. 

Sleeping long hours with win- 
dows open. 

4. Drinking as much milk as possi- 
ble. but no coffee or tea. 

Eating some vegetables or fruit 
every day. 

6. Drinking at least four glasses of 
water a day. 

7. Playing part of every day out of 
doors. 

8. A bowel movement every morn- 
ing. 

IV. School luncheon for educational 
and nutritional purposes. 

V. Special health classes for seri- 
ously under-weight children. 

VI. Co operation from physical 
training teachers. 

VII. Expression in school work 
th rough songs, posters, games, lan- 
guage. dramatization, drawing, con- 
traction work, and arithmetic. 

VIII. A study of foods and health 
habits in the cooking classes. 

Weight cards have been sent home 
each month and many parents have 
been glad to be informed of the physi- 
cal progress of their children as indi- 
cated by gain in weight. Many parents 
have given hearty co-operation and 
have expressed cordial appreciation of 
this work of the teachers. Positive 
health teaching is presented. 

All are encouraged through the in 
fluence of the group in tme formation 
of fundamental habits of health. The 
school is co-operating as never before 
with the parents and helping to inten- 
sify the habits already begun in the 
homes. 

The introduction of the mid-morning 
lunch has been general throughout the 
city for both educational and nutrition- 
al purposes. Both teachers and par- 
ents have observed with satisfaction 
that children who refused to drink 
milk at home wished to Join the lunch- 
eon at school and that they gradually 
learn to drink milk with the others. 

It is only recently that people have 
begun to realize the educational value 
of the mid-morning lunch. The major- 
ity of the children have milk and 
crackers, others bring apples, and the 
remaining few at least have a short 
rest time which will add to their work- 
ing power. The children's capacity for 
work Is greatly increased by the lunch- 
eon and so valuable time is added to 
every day. 

School subjects have been vitalized 
and thought content furnished for 
many other school problems by the 
health work. With this interesting ma- 
terial better response and results can 
be secured In language, drawing, arith- 
metic, civics, and reading. It furnishes 
one way of illuminating fundamental 
school subjects and makes them vital 
in tile life of the children. 

Tile cooking classes have been in- 
cluded in the health program. 
The program for the classes 
in cooking hi the seventh and eighth 
grades has been based on a study of 
foods that are good for children, and 
training in the preparation of such 
foods. Each girl lias been working to 
bring herself at leaf t up to the average 
weight for her height and age and Iuih 
; ilso been interested in the progress of 
tin; younger children in Imr family, 
helping them to form the right Kind of 
health habits. The results in Hie im- 
provement of Ho* seventh and eighth 
-:i;nlc I'irls have been remarkable. 
Some intere. ting charts have been 
made to show Hie gain and many of 
Hie girls have caught the spirit of sue 
i-ess in health. 

For children wlm have bud need of 
individual at tout ion special health 
••la * • s . or nutrition clinics, have been 
held, one in the SI earns School, at No* 


nnntum. and. one lii the Day Nurset? 
in West Newton. These have been pos- 
sible through the co-operation of tile 
Health Committee of the Welfare Bu- 
reau In dispensing the Christmas Seal 
money as a part of its program of pre- 
ventive work. They were very fortun- 
ate in securing Gertrude T. Herrick as 
nurse to work with the doctors in 
charge and carry Hie instruction into 
the homes in cooperation with Sara C. 
Schlechter of the Stomps School Cen- 
tre. Much appreciation is also due Dr. 
Bowers of Newton Highlands, nnd Dr. 
Dalrymple, who have so freely and 
generously given their time nnd Intel* 
cat to the children in these classes. 

We quote the following from a 
pamphlet soon to be published by the 
United States Government: 

Every pupil on leaving the elemen- 
tary school should be as carefully 
trained in the fundamental habits of 
health as in the three U’s. Without 
the first th* others are of little value. 

The real test of health education in 
the schools is in the health of the chil- 
dren. If there were excellent class- 
room teaching of health from the kin- 
dergarten to the high school, and this 
were properly supported by co-ordin- 
ated activities of school physician, 
school nurse, parents, teachers, and 
all others playing a part in the train- 
ing of children, what ought we to ex- 
pect? This is difficult, to say because 
the experiment has never been tried 
consecutively for eight or nine years 
with the same children. Perhaps some 
day the time will come when the great 
majority of children, possibly eighty' or 
ninety per cent of them, may reach a 
general standard something like this: 

1. All children are well nourished, 
none more than 10 per cent below the 
required standard of weight according 
to height and age. 

2. Habits of personal cleanliness. 

3. Freedom from disease and physi- 
cal defects. 

4. Excellent sitting, standing, and 
walking posture. 

5. All teeth clean. 

6. No decayed teeth. 

7. Permanent teeth all present and 
in good condition. 

8. Habits of regular recreation in 
the open air. 

9. Habit of daily evacuation of the* 
bowels. 

10. Practical health knowledge that 
works. 

11. Freedom from vermin (lice, 
etc.) 

12. Cheerfulness of spirit. 

13. A civic spirit of helpfulness in 
relation to the solution of school, home, 
and community problems in hygiene. 

The goal may seem Utopian, but it is 
just as practicable and possible as it is 
to apply the scientific rules of agricul- 
ture and grow 125 bushels of corn from 
an acre of land that formerly produced 
only 40 bushels. A few have dabbled 
with the health education of children, 
but they have done very little along 
the lines of a co-ordinated and human- 
ly scientific program for the health 
education of the school child. Utopian 
as our goal may seem, many practical 
people lmve the vision and are dedi- 
cating their lives to its realization.

AMERICANIZATION 


Newton has j^st compleetd' her first 
year of Americanization work. Ameri- 
canization is the process of making 
good intelligent American citizens of 
both native born and foreign born. 
Many of the citizens of Newton are 
likely to think that here in our own 
beautiful city we have n& American- 
ization problem. But according to the 
last census more than twenty five tffcr- 
cent of the population is foreign born 
and twenty six nationalities are repre- 
sented. One Italian leader *has said 
that one in every eight persons in New- 
ton is an Italian. 

In 1919 the Legislature passed an act 
to promote Americanization through 
education of adult persons unable to 
use the English language. Cities and 
towns conducting such educational 
work in conjunction with the State 
Board of Education, are entitled to re- 
imbursement. one half the sum ex- 
pended by them in carrying out this 
work. 

Acting under this law the School De- 
partment of .Newton appointed Mr. 
Michael W. Murray, Director of Ameri- 
canization, and the work was started. 
In November, 1920, Miss Calista Roy 
was chosen supervisor to give full time 
to the work. The year has been one 
of study of the problem and organiza- 
tion of classes for the study of the Eng- 
lish language as a common medium of 
speech, always bearing in mind that 
t lie teaching of the ideals and princi- 
ples of the American Democracy is the 
ultimate aim or all the teaching. 

(Masses have been organized in New- 
ton Upper Falls, West Newton, Newton 
Centre and Nonantum as well as in 
the regular evening school which was 
held in Newtonville. Two hundred 
men and women have been reached in 
tli is way; one hundred and fifty having 
received certificates of accomplishment 
issued by the State Department of Uni- 
versity Extension anti by the Newton 
School Department. Fifteen teachers 
have been employed: Miss Mary Hig- 
gins. Miss Anna Higgins, Miss Annis 
M. Sturgis and Miss Marian E. Green 
at. Newton Upper Falls; MIhs Marion 
E. Remon and Miss Carolyn Childs at

There has been splendid co-operation 
given to the School Department by the 
different organizations and clubs who 
have ottered their rooms for classes. 
The Columbus Republican Club and 
the Russian Club at Newton Upper 
Falls, the Neighborhood Ho-Lise at. West 
Newton and the Nonantum Boys’ Club 
have all given quarters for classes. At 
Thompsonville the classes were held at 
the Bowen School and Mr. Doughsrty 
offered the library at Newton Upper 
Falls for the use of women’s classes. 
The Y. M. C. A. also offered rooms. 

One of the problems has been to se- 
cure teachers and during the year, 
under the direction of the State De- 
partment of University Extension, the 
Americanization Department held 'a 
Teacher Training Course for a selected 
group of Newton teachers. This has 
made a splendid body of teachers avail- 
able for the work next fall. 

Through the contributions of Inter- 
ested persons social times have been 
made possible, where native born and 
foreign born have been able to come to- 
gether for that close personal contact 
which is an absolute essential for good 
Americanization work. 

The Supervisor, Miss Roy, is now 
working on a plan for organization in 
the fall which includes a full survey in 
order that we may know the full extent 
of the problem in the city. 

First steps have been taken to in- 
terest the various organizations of the 
city. A meeting resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a committee consisting of 
Mr. M. W. Murray, represenative of 
the American Legion, chairman; Miss 
Ethel Sabin. Industrial Worker at the 
Saco Lowell Shops; Mr. Harold Dough- 
erty. Librarian; Mr. George M. Angier, 
Representative of the Social Organiza- 
tions and Miss Calista Roy, representa- 
tive of the School Department. It is 
the hope that his committee will act as 
the co-operating agency for the various 
social organizations of the city and bet- 
ter enable them to make their contri- 
bution to the problem.

INDIANS ALL OF SAME RACE 

Differences In Type No Greater Than 
Among the Whites, According 
to Scientict. 

The American aborigines from the 
Hu'lson buy und Alaska to the south- 
ern tip of the continent nre all mem- 
bers of the same race, according to 
L)r. Frederick Monsen of New York 
and Pasadena, said to be more fa- 
miliar with the American Indian than 
any other, white man. 

Doctor Monsen declared the di {Ter- 
ences in type found in Indians of the 
various parts of the continent are be- 
coming manifest among us today. He 
recognizes people from Maine as typi- 
cal of that section of the country, and 
says a southerner or westerner can 
he easily distinguished by one familiar 
with the types of American people. 

“The aborigines of America are nil 
red men,” Doctor Monsen said. "The 
Eskimos have Hatter noses and oily 
skins, due to their diet und the cli- 
mate.” 

He found corresponding differences 
among the Indians of the Eastern 
coast, the West, Mexico and other 
parts of the country, but other Indica- 
tions prove the distinguishing char- 
acteristics were the product of food, 
environment and methods of living. 

Mentioning the * treatment the red 
men have received from the whites, 
Doctor Monsen said: “The Pilgrims 
debarked on Plymouth rock and fell 
upon their knees. Then they fell upon 
the aborigines and we’ve been fulling 
on them ever since.”

War of Science on Diseases. 

Of the diseases of men and animals 
known to be infectious, Dr. Walter E.

These include chicken- 
pox, rabies, dengue fever, small-pox, 
trachoma, measles, poliomyelitis, 
scarlet fever, typhus and mumps, and 
yellow fever was in the list until Doc- 
tor Noguchi's recent discovery of the 
organism. As In the case of tubercu- 
losis, knowledge of the organism does 
not always bring a direct remedy. On 
the other hand, steps toward eradicat- 
ing yellow fever, through the destruc- 
tion of the germ-carrying mosquito, 
were made possible while the disease 
organism was still unknown. 


Wireless Waves Fire Oil W^ls. 

In recent years there have been a 
number of oil well fires the origin of 
which has never been explained. The 
fires started at such times when the 
sites were deserted and could not 
have been done through any human 
agency, und in this connection U. M. 
McLain of Desdemona, Tex., has come 
to the fore with a remarkable theory 
that the firing is done by wireless 
waves gathered- by the metal entering 
Into the construction of the derricks. 
This gentleman has observed a num- 
ber of oil well fires which could he 
explained In no other way.

Skidding Is Overcome. 

Attention is called in a circular re- 
port from Sydney, Australia, to a new 
invention of a front-drive vehicle 
which entirely prevents skidding. A 
test over 10.000 miles of rough road 
has been made, it is claimed, with no 
signs of wear. The front wheels nre 
pivoted in the center, which enables 
the steering of the car with much 
greater ease than in the rear-wheel- 
driven machine. The device is now 
attached to on old worn British car 
which, prior to the attachment of the 
device, weighed 32 cwt., with a speed 
of thirty-eight miles an hour traveling 
fifteen ‘miles on one gallon of gasoline. 
After alteration and application of the 
front drive device, the car weighs 35 
cwt., has a speed of forty-five miles 
an hour and will go seventeen aud one- 
half miles on a single gallon of gaso- 
line. 


Tuberculosis in France. 

That of 3(iS antituberculosis dis- 
pensaries In France only ten per cent 
are situated In Paris was hailed as a 
“happy omen" at the second interna- 
tional conference. Only a few organ- 
izations were actively engaged in anti- 
tuberculosis work in France before 
the war. Today, largely through the 
activity of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion in addition to the dispensaries 
mentioned, there are 10,000 sanitarium 
beds for tuberculous patients; many 
hospitals have provided isolation 
wards; the hoarding out of anaemic 
children in rural homes has been or- 
ganized on a large scale, and there is 
national co-operation of all the agen- 
cies concerned. 


British Soldiers and New Roads. 

Some seven and a half million dol- 
lars’ worth of new road construction 
has been taken in hand by various 
British cities to provide work for the 
unemployed. According to a report of 
the British information service of the 
Bankers’ Trust company, the ministry 
of transportation contributes one-half 
of tin* cost — probably out of fuuds ac- 
cumulated for that purpose for many 
years by the development commission 
—and lends to the municipalities the 
other half for five years, repayable In 
annual Installments. Ex-service men, 
after due registration at a labor ex- 
change. receive preference among ap- 
plicants.

HELP PUEBLO 


$500,000 are urgently needed as a 
bare minimum sum to do most neces- 
sary relief and rehabilitation work in 
the City of Pueblo, according to con- 
servative and careful estimate. 

More than fifteen hundred families 
already have been listed by the Red 
Cross census as being in need of he^p. 
Many of these have lost all they pos- 
sess. These families represent an ap- 
proximate total of seven thousand per- ' 
sons and the census is not yet com- 
plete. Hundreds of dealers, large and 
small, have been paralyzed by the flood 
which completely wiped out their 
stocks aud ruined the buildings in 
which they were housed. The damage 
is estimated between fifteen million 
and twenty-five million, exclusive of 
loss to municipal highways aud rail- 
road property. The flood victims must 
be helped to regain, normal economic 
existence before the city can return to 
its position as a self-supporting com- 
munity. 

Upon invitation of the Governor of 
Colorado and the City of Pueblo, the 
American Red Cross has undertaken 
the task of rehabilitation aud is in 
charge of all relief work.

Bugler Earl J. Reinhalter, formerly 
of Company C, 101st Infantry, A. E.

Mr. Thomas W. White. acting presi- 
dent of the company said that the en- 
terprise was not wholly a monetary 
one. otherwise they could have saved 
money in the construction. They pro- 
posed to have a wide stage, comfort- 
able chairs, a first class ventilating and 
cooling system. 

Several ladies present were interest- 
ed in the use to be made of Bacon 
street, stating that it was a very nar- 
row street which ought not to be used 
for parking purposes by patrons of the 
theatre.

to lend Reinhnlter’fl comrades, when 
her identity became known to Major 
Henry I). Cormernis, who was in 
charge of the funeral. Clad in her 
natty blue uniform, with her overseas 
cap denoting foreign service. Miss 
Reynolds led (he Company from the 
house to the church. 

The casket borne on a gun-carriage 
manned by members of Battery C, 
1st Field Artillery, from Common- 
wealth Armory, brought up in rear 
of Company C and the long line of 
mourners followed in carriages and 
autos. 

At St. Bernard’s church hundreds 
of mourners had gathered to pay their 
tribute to the departed soldier. Rev. 
John Allston officiated at the Mass. 

As the body was being borne into 
the church. Company H, drawn up on 
Washington street, facing the church, 
presented arms, while the Legion and 
Company C. drawn up on either side 
of the passage way to the main en- 
trance. gave the hand salute. The 
same procedure was followed when 
he remains were taken from the 
church to the caisson. 

Upon leaving the church, the cor 
tege proceeded over Washington, Wal- 
tham and High streets to Calvary 
Cemetery, where another throng had 
gathered. Rev. William J. Farrell, 
former Chaplain of the 102nd Field 
Artillery, A. E. F., conducted the com 
mittal services, while the mourners 
stood bareheaded in the blazing sun. 
When the last rites of the church had 
been administered, the firing squad 
rfom Company H lined up beside the 
open grave and three parting volleys 
were fired. Bugler William Foley, 
who served with Reinhalter through 
out the war sounded Taps over the 
casket of his dead comrade; the final 
tribute to a soldier. 

Although he did not die in actual 
battle the story of Reinhalter's death 
is probably as tragic as any who fell 
under fire. He served on every front 
with his company and his courage in 
battle won for him the commendation 
of his superiors. Knowing no fear lie 
performed his duty without complaint. 
During the last few days of the final 
drive in the Argonne forest, he be 
came slightly ill. but he refused to 
leave his organization. With the Ar- 
mistice. he finally returned to a Base 
Hospital, the victim of the exposure 
that undermined his health. A few 
weeks later he died of pneumonia in 
a Base Hospital at Chaumont. 

His body reached Newton on Mon- 
day, June 13th and was placed in the 
State Armory. West Newton, out of 
which he marched on the eventful 
June 25th, 1917. , From the time the 
body was taken to the Armory until 
the hour of the funeral, comrades of 
his old company, in pairs, stood guard 
night and day. On Thursday the body 
was taken to his home. 

The pall bearers, all members of 
Company C, were as follows: William 
E. Tolan, Leo Taffe, James A. Saun 
ders, Arthur L. Gaw, Raymond F. Gib 
bons, Raymond W. Taffe, Clement I. 
Barry, and David L. Keefe. Thomas 
Tolan. also of Company C, marched 
in rear of the caisson carrying the 
bugle and steel helmet used by Bugler 
Reinhalter in France. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs led the dele 
gation of city officials who attended 
the church services.

YOUNG PEOPLE’S CONFERENCE 


An interesting conference on the 
work of Young People In the Episco- 
pal Church was held at the Church 
of the Messiah, corner of Common- 
wealth avenue and Auburn street, Au- 
bur.idale, on Sunday afternoon and 
evening, June 19. 

Ill the opinion of many who attend- 
ed it this conference will have an im- 
portant bearing upon the future de 
velopment of Young People’s work in 
the Episcopal Church in the Diocese 
and State of Massachusetts. 

Rectors, Adult Leaders, and young 
people from different parts of the 
state gathered to hear reports and 
discussion on a growing movement in 
the Episcopal Church, known under 
the names of The Young People's 
Fellowship, or The Young People’s 
Conference. 

The gathering was held under the 
auspices of the Young People’s Con- 
ferences of Messiah, Auburndale and 
St. John’s, Winthrop, where this type 
of work has been developing since 
1919. 

Fifteen clergy and over one hundred 
representatives were present from 
twenty-two parishes in the Diocese of 
Massachusetts, and Western Massa- 
chusetts.
